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ARMOR PLATE FOR THE PURITAN TESTED 


Two 500-Pound Projectiles Fired with 
Satisfactory Results. 
BreTuieHeM, Pa., Feb. 3.—Another success- 
ful test of armor plate by the Bethiehem Iron 
company was made today. ‘The test involved 
the acceptance by the goverfiment of nearly 
400 tons of armor. its outcome was satis- 
factory. The plate is for the cruiser Puritan, 
now being constructed at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. It is not Harveyized, The plate tested 
was eighteen feet long, six feet wide, and 
fourteen inches thick,* tapering to. six- 
inches in thickness. A ten-inch gun was used 
in the test. The projectiles each weighed 
500 pounds. The first shot penetrated the 
plate to a depth of 12}¢ inches. The pro- 
jectile was broken in two. The velocity of 
the projectile was 1,381 feet per second.

BLAND'S: SILVER COINAGE SCHEME. 


He Offers & Bill to Provide for the Issue 
of Fiat Money. 

Wasurneton, D. C.> Feb. 3.—Mr. Bland, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Coin- 
age, Weights, and Measures, submitted to the 
House today, accompanied by a report rec: 
ommending its passage, his bill directing the 
coinage of silver bullion held in the Treasury. 
The report says that the measure provides for 
the issue of silver certificates in amount equal 
to the gain or seigniorage that may accrue on 
the coinage of the silver bullion purchased 
under the Sherman act. This seigniorage is 
stated Hy Secretary Carlisle in his last annual 
report to be $55,156,861. The object of the 
bill is-to make immediately available for the 
current expenses of the government this 
amount. The certificates are authorized to 
be issued on the bullion in’ advance of the 
coinage should the exigencies of the Treasury 
require it. The bill in no respect alters the 
final result that would be obtained by the ex- 
ecution of the law of 1890, authorizing the 
purchase and disposition of the bullion 
bought under it. It is clear, the report says, 


that the bullion was dedicated to the resump- 


tion of the Treasury notes issued in the pur- 
chase of the bullion by the coinage of the 
bullion for such redemption, and that the law 
itself provides for the payment of any gain or 
seigniorage into the Treasury. 


Silver in the Treasury. 


The monthly statement for last month 
shows that there are now in the Treasury 
$363,587.057, and silver certificates out- 
standing against the coin $336,919,504, 
showing a difference of $26,677,553 of sil- 
ver dollars in excess of silver certificates that 
are available for the redemption >f silver cer- 
tificates. Should it be necessary to issue 
$55,000,000 worth of certificates in excess 
of the amount now authorized by law we 
would still have an ample reserve of coin in 
the 'lreasury for the redemption. 

The fact that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has asked for authority to issue $50,000,000 
of short time bonds, and for authority to use 
at his discretion the proceeds for the payment 
of the current expenses of the government, 
is in itself a sufficient reason for the passage 
of the bill, thus utilizing the assets now in 
the Treasury instead of increasing the burden 
of further bonded debt. 

Mr. Charles W. Stone (Rep., Pa.) fileda 
report signed by Méssrs. Tracey (Dem.,N. Y.), 
Rayner (Dem., Md.), Harter (Dem., QO.), 
Johnson (Rep., N. D.), Dingley (Rep., Me.), 
Hager (Rep., Ia.), and Aldrich (Rep., Ill.), 
against the bill.

tended to demonstrate the fallacy of the claim 
that there can be any seigniorage in advance 
of actual coinage, or so long as the silver re- 
mainsintheform of bullion. The report 
points out that while the coinage value of the 
treasury silver bullion is $181,914,- 

61, its real market value is 
but $97,156.052. The intrinsic value of the 
bullion cannot be increased by legislation. 
The Nation’s credit ought never to be traded 
upon save in an; emergency, and then without 
juggling to mislead the people. The bill pro- 
vides for: more silver certificates, not for the 
increased use of silver in circulation. Every 
certificate would bear on its facealie. The 
minority charge that the purposes of the 
bill are to authorize an issue of fiat 
money to meet the existing deficit and 
to replace the present Treasury notes with an 
exclusively silver obligation. The straight- 
forward way to meet the. deficit is to provide 
sufficient revenue or issue bonds. The inti- 
mation of the purpose of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to redeem Treasury notes in silver 
only was one of the important factors which 
unsettled confidence and produced distrust in 
the early months of lastsummer. The forced 
and speedy redemption of these notes would 
quickly exhaust the gold store and force 
further bond sales, or else redemption in sil- 
ver alone must follow—a long stride towards 

single silver basis.

HITT STRIKES HARD. 


SLEDGEHAMMER BLOWS DEALT THE 
POLIOY OF INFAMY. 


Democrats in the House Hear Truths 
About Hawaii That Harrow Their Feel- 
ings—At Times, However, They Ap- 
pilaud the Illinois Statesman=Blair and 
Draper Also Attack the Administration 
—Rayner Talks for Queen Lil-Editor 
Dana Seores Wilson Bill Supporters. 

Wasuineton. D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.}— 
The cuckoos in the House sang pretty low to- 
day. Mr. Hitt concluded his speech arraign- 
ing| the Cleveland-Gresham conspiracy and 
taking advanced ground in favor of a nation- 
al tribunal policy. Time and again his ring- 
ing | declarations were applauded, and some of 
the Democrats joined in the applause. Mr. 
Hitt went to the co of the matter and 
pointed out just to what the McCreary reso- 
lutions would commit the government if they 
were adopted. He made it cleat ‘that the 
Democrats would gain nothing by putting 
themselves into the hole where thé Cleveland 
administration has got itself. 

Mr. Rayner of Maryland, who is a member 
of the Foreign Affairs committee, delivered a 
carefully prepared speech. Hedid not under- 
take to enter into any answer to Mr. Hitt’s 
arguments, but followed the line marked out 
by the administration in. seeking to cover up 
its own wrong-doing by abusing ‘ex-Mimister 
Stevens. Mr. Rayner tripped very badly when 
he sought to ridicule Boutelle of Maine and 
the American flag. To extricate himself he 
was forced to sneer at those who believed in 
following the flag, and he did it very awk- 
wardly too. 
he reversed the proclaimed sentiments which 
the Republicans applauded while his. Demo- 
cratic associates sat silent. He also. showed 
that personally he had very little sympathy 
with the Cleveland-Gresham ° policy - by ~ his 
utterances against the Queen and the rotten 
monarchy. He did not seriously defend Lil’s 
attempted restoration, and he declared against 


further interference in the affairs of Hawaii. 


Commending Rear-Admiral Benham, 


After the transaction of some routine busi- 
ness Mr. Money (Dem., Miss.) offered the 
following: | 

Resolved, That the House of Representatives of 
the United States of America regards with pleas- 
ure and satisfaction the prompt.action of Rear- 
Admiral Benham the 27th ult. in ‘the harbor of 
Rio de Janeiro in his efforts to protect the citi- 
zens ahd commerce of the United States. 

In connection -he had read the dispatch 
from Benham and Thompson. 

Mr. Money asked unanimous consent for 
its immediate consideration, but Mr. Simp- 
son (Pop., Kas.) objected. Mr. Money ap- 
peared very much annoyed at this action and 
called attention to the fact that the objection 
did not come from a Democrat, 

‘‘ But it comes from one who stands very 
near the Democratic party,’’ replied Mr. 
Reed sententiously. 

Then Mr. Hitt (Rep., Ill.) continued his 
speech on Hawaii. He referred caustically 
to the action of a Democratic member in in- 
troducing a resolution commending Admiral 
Benham for firing upon a Brazilian vessel 
while there was already pending in the House 
a resolution to Dlacken the name of an Amer- 
ican officer who neVer.fired a’ gun and 
who declared that his sole aim was 
to protect American life and property. 
Hitt, did 
not care to have Mr. Cleveland setting up a 
monarchy in Hawaii or attempting to set up 
one here. He briefly reviewed the previous 
revolutions, alluding to the abuses which had 
led to those revolutions, and to the * vile crew 
of the palace gang’ which had so disgusted 
respectable citizens that they had been obliged 
to rise in protest. And. after they had cor- 
rected the eviis and abuses of the corrupt 
court gnd had returned to their peaceful voca- 
tions; they had no sooner withdrawn from 
the palace than the debauchery began again. 
Again they returned and overthrew the de- 
praved government, and when it occurred a 
third tithe they got tired and flung away the 
monarchy for good. [Applause.] 


Attacks the President. 


It remained for the President of the United 
States to pick up that depraved and paltry 
bauble and force it back upon the shoulders 
of our fellow-citizens.. [Republican ap- 
plause.| And because the President did not 
like the provisional government he deter- 
mined to restore what he termed the constitu- 
tional ruler of the islands, that infamous and 
obscene Queen. In answer to a question from 


Mr. Springer Mr. Hitt said the men atthe 


head of the revolution of 1893 had done the 
same thing twice before, and they would have: 
done it again if the American troops had been 
a thousand miles away. 

Reverting again to the question of the restora- 
tion policy, he said it was revoiting to think 
of our government trying to subvert a Chris-. 
tian republic for a heathen monarchy. It was 
revolting to our very nature that our forces 
should be perverted and turned aside to attack 
our own flesh and blood. [Republican ap- 


.plause. : 


As Mr. Hitt took his seat a warm burst of 
applause greeted him. The Speaker then 
recognized Mr. Rayner (Dem., Md.), a mem- 
ber of the Foreign. Affairs committee. One 
of Mr. Rayner’s sentences miscarried, In 
adverting to the incident of the 
raising of the American flag at Hono- 
lulu, he. said. Mr. Stevens and_. his 
flag were like an Irishman and _ his. shillalah, 
‘“‘whenever you see a head hit it, and when- 
ever you see a place to raise a flag run it up.” 
[Loud Republican applause and cheers greet- 
gd this sentiment. | | 
_ “That is the first patriotic sentiment he 
has uttered,’ said a Republican member, 

Then Mr. Rayner turned his attention. to 
Mr. Boutelle and said that he had been talk- 
ing about nothing but the flag for twenty-five 
years. 

** No, and I never shall,” said Mr. Bouteile, 
amidst Republican applause, 

‘‘ He talks about it all day,”’ said Rayner, 
“and dreams about it all night and thinks 
about it all the time,” [Republican ap- 
plause.| Whenin alluding to the Queen he 
said he had no commiseration for her, for 
she had placed herself beyond the pale of civ- 
ilization, he was greeted with Republican ap- 
plause. 

Strong Speech by Blair. 

Mr. Blair (Rep., N.|H.) spoke in opposition 
to the resolution of the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee. He went over every step in the revo- 
lution and discussed them seriatitn to show 
that neither Minister Stevens nor Capt. Wiltse 
had exceeded his instructions! or his 
authority. Some interest was excited by his 
statement that the first actign of Commis- 
sioner Blount on arriving at Honolulu was to 
give an order to ‘‘hayl down the American 
ensign.’ ‘Why, Mr. Speaker,’ he ‘said, ** I 
had grown into the idea that the American en- 
sign could not be hauled down.” | Applause. | 
In times past an order had been given 
under other. circumstances, to “ shoot any 
man who attempts to haul down the flag,” 
| Applause. } If America relaxed'the hold she 
now had in Hawaii or let her influence de. 
crease there it would be impossible to regain 
that position, for foreign influences there were 
antagonistic to Ainerican intérests. 

Mr. Money (Dem., Miss.) said he believed 
that Mr. Stevens was not only party to a plan 
to overthrow the Queen, but that the plap was 
most carefully laid. He admitted, however 
that if he had been in Honolulu at the time of 
the revolution he would proba bly have been a 
revolutionist. [Republican laughter. |

Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill $9,409,- 
9238 Less than for This Fiscal Year. 

WasnrnetTon, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special. ]—In the 
sundry civil appropriation bill‘ reported to the 
House today is‘an item of $75,000 for the new 
revenue cutter on the lakes. The bill carries 
$32,306,382, being $6,074,620 less - than 
the estimates, and $9,409,928 less’. than 
the appropriation for the current. fiscal 
year. It ineludes $150,000 for improving 
Hay Lake Channel, St. “Mary’s’ River, 
Mich. Only four,public buildings are provided 
for in the bill: Charleston, S. C., $50,000; Kan- 
sas City, $100,000; Marine Hospital, Portiand. 
Me., $1,000, and postoffice at Washington, D. C., 
$250,000. The following limitations touching 
certain public buildings are recommended in the 
bill: **That the Secretary of the Treasury may 
authorize a contract or contracts to be entered 
into for the construction of any portion or the 
whole of the postotlice and court-house at Kan- 
sas City. Mo.; the court-hotise, custombouse, and 
the postoflice at Omaha, Neb.; the postoffice, 
court-bouse, and customhonse at St. Paul, Minn., 
and the court-house, postoftice, and customhouse 
at Sioux City, la., within the respective limits of 
cost prescribed by law for said buildings, and 
subject to appropriation to be made therefor by 
Congress.”’ :

NEW YORK BUSINESS-MEN. 


At the Board of Trade and Transportation 
Banquet He Is tlie Feature, but Does Not 
Seriously Talk of the Reform—Other 
Speakers and Their Subjects= Police In- 
vestigation Blocked for Lack of Prep- 
urationChemical Bank’s Suit Against 

' @ Broken Nebraska Concern, 

New York, -Feb. 3.—([Special.]—Congress- 
man William L. Wilson of Virginia, author of 
the Wilson tariff bill, was the star guest at the 
annual banquet of -the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation at the Hotel Wal- 
dorf tonight, The fact that he was there 
more than usual public  in- 
terest to the festival. He . contented 
himself and disappointed the more than 200 
men who weat to the banquet by saying little 
in a few words. Those wlio sat at the head 
table with President James were Congress- 
man Wilson, Charles Emory Smith, Richard 
Watson Gilder, President J. G. Schurman of 
Cornell University, the Rev. Robert S. Me- 
Carthur, E.S. Drone, William Dodsworth, 
Dr. Edward Eggieston, Congressman ; Joseph 
C. Hendrix, Congressman-elect Isidor Straus, 
and, Capt. Ambrose Snow. At the other 
tables were representative business-men. 

President James did not make a speech, 
but introduced, informally. Congressman 
Wilson, whose toast was: ‘* The Experiences 
of a Tariff Reformer.’’ He made no effort to 
go deep into his subject, but for ten minutés 
treated it from a half serious and half humor. 
ous standpoint. He said in part: 


‘* T suppose I am not quite far enonghaway - 


from the work of tariff reform to be able to 
speak of itas one who has accomplished a 
genuine and successful tariff reform. The 
experiences of a tariff reformer are the same 
as those of any other man who attempts a re- 
form. In my judgment reform appears at its 
best when it is in the distance. When‘ it 
knocks at another man’s door we wish it ad- 
mission. ; 

‘*We should havea perfect government in 
city, Stute, and Nation if reform was a popu- 
lar and an easy thing. There is a vast deal of 
human nature in the world and no one man 
and no one generation.can reformn and perfect 
it. I can say, after five months of wearing, 


arduous labor for tariff reform, that I have 


emerged from it with greater love for my 
country and greater belief in thé prosperity 
of the Nation than when 1 entered upon the 


work. 
‘* While the labor has been so great that 


only one who believed he was doing the right 
thing could have borne up under it, the task 
has made-me appreciate what a glorious thing 
it is to. be a citizen of the United States. One 
lesson we soon learn—those of us who give 
and receive blows—we learn to respect the 
sincerity and patriotism of those who disagree 
with us. During my experiences of the last few 
months I have been thrown with robber bar- 
ons, and I have found the robber baron per- 
sonally to be a very decent sort ofa man. I 


- have been brought: into contact with college 


professors, with cranks, and with Populists of 
the West, but I found them all to be descend- 
ed from that good old stock who could never 
sit still if they felt they were unjustly taxed. 
Frotn all this experience I am impressed with 
a belief in a higher and more exalted patriot- 
ism and grander and more extended possibil- 
ities of this country under free institutions.”

POLICE INVESTIGATION IS BARRED. 
Those Who Called for the Committee Made 
No Plans for Action. 

New Yorx,, Feb. 3.—[Special.|—The Sen- 
ate committee which is to investigate the cor- 
ruption said to exist in the Police Department 
was met at the outset today by a request for 
delay. It was learned with surprise that no

Chemical Bank Suit Against the Nebraska 
Institution to Recover on Bad Notes, 

New York, Feb. 3.—[Special.]|—The Chem- 
ical National Bank has filed depositions in the 
suit against K. K. Hayden, receiver of the de- 
funect Capital National Bank of Lincoln, Neb., 
and against the institution, for a pro rata 
share of the wrecked bank’s assets. As a 
result of transactions extending over a period 
of eight years with the Capital Bank, the New 
York bank has charged the sum of $50,000 
to profit and loss.

They were ia consultation 
for several hours, and although Senator Can- 
ter was ill at his home he was informed of the 
determination which Hill and Sheehan 
reached. Whatever is done by the.Democrats 
will be on the line mapped out by Hill, who 
has seized the helm and who’will be in con- 
stant communication with Mr. Sheehan until 
the present legislative problem is solved. 

The Republicans were in a state of excite- 
ment allday. Thomas C, Platt is their pilot 
at this critical stage, and when the Senate 
meets Monday the majority’s action will be 
that suggested by Mr. Platt. Senator O’Con- 
nor has had a long conference with him. The 
Republicans have decided to remain firm. 
The Democratic attitude will be fiercely as- 
sailed. 

The Republican Senators were considering 
whether or not the best plan would be to ig- 
nore Judge Clute’s injunction restraining 
Clerk Kenyon from reading the name of Mr. 
Wolfort, who has been put in Senator Mc- 
Carty’s seat. The injunction was obeyed Fri- 
day, it was said, merely asa matter of form 
and not because it was believed to bg eus- 
tained by law. There was talk of declaring 
Judge Clute in contempt and punishing him 
by a fine or imprisonment or by both. .

GATCH BILL FAVORED IN IOWA, 


Senators at Des Moines Discuss Probable 
Action on Prohibition. 

Des Mornzs, ia., Feb. 3.—[Special.|—The 
Senate heid no session today and many mem- 
bers returned to their homes.. There was 
some discussion of the liquor question among 
those who remained, but nothing new was 
developed. Senator Brower received many 
letters commending his support of the Gatch 
billand urging that some such measure be 
adopted. He said he was informed that dele- 
gates from many of the leading cities were 
ready to come to Des Moines. and 
appear before the committees having 
the several: measures in charge. In one 
letter from Burlington was a suggestion that 
a section be added to the Gatch “bill to pFo- 
vide for a State tax of from $500 to $1,000 
that should apply in al! counties; and in pro- 
hibition counties there should be an addi- 
tional penalty so as to enable these counties 
to enforce the law should any saluons be 
started. This would in effect unite the two 
measures of local option and the mulict, plan 
in the bill. 

There will be another meeting of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Suppression of Intemper. 
ance next Tuesday evening and it is under- 
stood the friends of the different bills will be 
heard. There will be also a meeting of the 
House committee and a further discussion 
of the Sawyer bill to allow manufacturing and 
wholesaling m the State. At the meeting of 
the House committee last night nothing of 
importance was done in regard to this bill. 
It seems more and more certain that what- 
ever modification of the law will be enacted 
will be in the line of the mulct plan and if the 
Hatch bill or some measure like it passes the 
nee its fate in the House is rather problem- 
dtical. 

In the House today five bills* were passed. 
One was the bill by Chassell, providing that 
the first meeting of each General Assembly 
shall be at 10 a.m. on the second 
Tuesday January. By Ahis_ the 
permanent organization can be had 
on the first day of the 
term and that would do away with the neces- 
sity of holding two elections fora United 
States Senator. Others that passed were 
Davison’s bill requiring that Russian thistles 
shall be cut down and burned between Aug. 
25 and Sept. 10 each year under penalty of 
having the work done by the county and the 
costs taxed up to the Owners of the property; 
the Senate bill in regard to the publication of 
the reports of the State Horticultural Society ; 
Finch’s bill providing that officers shall be 
indemnified in serving executions the same as 
in serving attachments. 

A bill was introduced by Allen providing. 
that the office of County Recorder shal! 
be a salaried one, .and_ that the 
salary shali be from $1,200 to $2,500 
according to the number of inhabitants in 
the county; also one repealing the law making 
the offices of Recorder and Treasurer one in 
counties of small population. Mr. Jester in- 
troduced a bill to grant to cities of the second 
class all the powers of the city of the first class 
in regard to paving, curbing, and sewering 
contracts. Mr. Blapchard by request intro- 
duced a resolution instructing the lowa mem- 
bers of Congress to oppose the Carlisle loans 
and favor silver coinage and certificates and 
the payment to soldiers of the difference be- 
tween gold and thedepreciated paper in which 
they were paid, 

Senator Brower will introduce a bill for a 
commission .to relocate the proposed soldiers’ 
monument.

There were filed today by the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company. Sneldon & Co., P. B. 
Winston, and Keceivers Oakes, Payne, and 
Rouse in the Circuit Court of the United 
States six separate answers to the Ives peti- 
tion for the removal of the Northern Pacifie 
receivers. The answers meet all specific 
charges. All technical objections to the peti- 
tion on account of ambiguity and vagueness 
have been waived by the receivers, who have 
laid all the facts and circumstances before the 
court, with numerots affidavits and other evi- 
dence in support of their denials. The separate 
answers of Receivers Payne and Rouse state 
they were not identified with the Northern 
Pacific railroad company prior to their ap- 
pointment and were not made receivers as the 
representatives of any faction or interest; that 
they have no affiliation with the former man- 
agement; are independent in the discharge of 
their present duties; have devoted their time 
absorbingly to the administration of- their 
trust; have introduced reforms and economies; 
have relieved the estate from contracts made 
onerous by business depression and thereby 
saved $2,000,000 per annum; § that 
the receivers have paid $5,000,000 
of preferred debts and $2,000,000 of interest 
and other charges. They expiain and justif 
the action of the receivers in rejecting bran 
line leases and traffic arrangements and claim 
that instead of dismembering the system to 
the injury cf the main line they have retained 
the entire business of the branch lines, with a 
saving of more than $1,000,000 per annum 
to the trust estate in this respect atone, The 
state that in all the business connected wi 
the receivership they have received the 
efficient and earnest codperation of Mr. Oakes, 
who hus taken —— of the practical opera- 
tion of the road at St. Paul. 


The Trust Company’s Answe 


The Farmers’ Loan and Trust company and 
R. G. Rolston, its President, filed \ 
ous answer repudiating the charges ‘against 
them as unfounded and maliciously asserted. 
Mr. Rolston, after denying every imputation 
against him, statesjthat the acquisition of any 
m the branch lines. complained of was not 
only approved, but inaugurated by the Ives. 
Harris board of directors, and that neither he 
nor the trust company were interested, direct- 
ly or indirectly, in any of the same, and did 
not receive any benefit of any character in 
connection with their construction or acquisi- 
tion. } 

Sheldon & Co., the bankers, of New York, 
deny that the appointment of receivers was 
made by any concerted action with them, and 
they fully indorse the receivership and its 
management of the property. 

In the answer of P. B. Winston, upon whose 
complaint the receivers were originally ap- 
pointed, he states that he himself urged the 
appointment of Mr. Oakes because of his 
large experience and especial qualifications 
for the position, and because he regarded him 
as necessary to the efficient and successful op- 
eration of the road. Mr. Winston says the 
whole animus of the attack upon the receiv- 
ers is an attempt on the part of _ the 
Ives faction to procure the removal of 
Mr. Oakes and the appointment of 
Mr. Ives in his place. He sets up the resolu- 
tions of the present Board of Directors of the 
company urging the appointment of Mr! 
Ives in place of Mr. Oakes. Mr. Winston ex- 
hibite’the letter of Mr. Ives to Lewis F. San- 
ders, inclosing an article to be published in 
the Bozeman Chronicle, with the design of 
soliciting criticism of the receivership and its 
management of'the property. It,is in this 
letter to Mr. Sanders that Mr. Ives used the 
words, ** It is possible that you may read be- 
tween the lines of the letter and seean ulterior 
object in my writing it. -If this seems to you 
too plain do not have it published, but other- 
wise I would be glad to have it receive as 
much publicity as possible.” ’

NEW INDICTMENTS AGAINST BEACH, 


Bank President Must Answer Several Ad- 
ditional Charges of Embezzlement, 

Terre Havre, Ind., Feb. 3.—[ Special. }— 
John S. Beach, the owner of the Prairie City 
Bank, who made an assignment last August, 
is to be called to answer more serious indict- 
ments than his friends supposed would be 
found against him. A month age a grand 
jury returned twelve indictments for embez- 
zlement under the special act providing that 
a banker or broker was guilty of em bezzle- 
ment if he received a deposit within thirty 
days prior to the assignment of the bank. 
Today the grand jury indicted Beach for 
embezzlement in four cases under this statute 
and also indicted him for embezzlement of 
$50,000 from the Terre Haute Savings Bank, 
of which he was Treasurer. In this case it is 
alleged that for.a half dozen years he had the 
use of the money of tho savings bank in yiola- 
tion of law and with only an undated mem- 
orandum. Itis charged by the prosecution 
that this fact was known to the trustees of the 
savings bank for the last three years. Beach's 
Prairie City Bank made an assignment Aug. 
12, 1893. On that morning a_ trustee 
of the savings bank took $10,000 
in’ cash from the bank’s vaults and 
$15,000 from Mrs. Beach and carried the to- 
talte the savings bank, which was short 
$50,000. Then Beach guve a mortgage on 
property to secure his bondsmen for the re- 
maiaing $25,000 he had taken from the sav- 


2 bank. 

Vhen the assignment became known it was 
learned that the depositors in the Prairie City 
Bank, who had left $134,000 in the bank, 
were practically unprotected. These depos- 
itors have appointed committees and em- 
ployed lawyers, who are assisting in the new 
prosecution. Another indictment today is for 
embezzlement .unden. the fiduciary law. 
Beach, as one of the bondsmen for City 
Treasurer Fitzpatrick in 1890, became the 
trustee to sell and receive money on the 
Treasurer’s property and to pay the proceeds 
into the city treasury. -It is alleged that he 
received $750 in this manner which he did 
not pay to the city. 

The indictments for receiving deposits, 
under the special act of 1891, are drawn upin 
many counts to. avoid technical objection. 
Beach is surrounded by strong influences and 
the serious nature of today’s indictment 
caused a sensation.

As the officials did not appear last night 
Gov. Rich determined to get some word from 
them this morning. He could not find 
State Treasurer Hambitzer, but Land Com- 
missioner Berry and. Secretary of State 
Jochim were asked if they had | ar- 
rived at any conclusion. Each replied 
that he had not, and. asked for 
further time in which to consider the ulti- 
matum. After a conference, which was neces- 
sarily brief, as the members of the board ‘were 
obliged to go to Mason on the early train to 
testify before the grand jury, Secretary 
Jochim suggested. that they be given until 
Tuesday to decide what answer to make and 
this request was granted. | 

Could Not Well Refuse. 

Private Secretary Loomis subsequently 
found Treasurer Hambitzer and informed him 
of his colleagues’ request. He joined them 
in asking for time and the Tuesday agreement 
will therefore stand. Gov. Rich says he could 
not well refuse the request for time, in view 


of the assurance of the officials that they had 
not decided what course to pursue and wished

New York, Feb. 3.—[{Special.]—Much at- 
tention has been given by railroad: men and 
capitalists here to the article published in Tue 
Cuicaco Trrpuneg discussing the railroad sit- 
uation in this country. The Chronidle, the 
leading financial. euthorit, devotes a couple 
of pages to the article in its issue of today and 
the Evening Post has a column editorial this 
evening commenting upon the subject matter. 
The Post says: : | : 

** Tue Cuicaco Trrsune recently contained 
interesting interviews with leading railway 
men in that city, giving their views as.to the 
condition of the railways of the country and 
the causes of it. These Sgentlemen were in 
agreement that railway properties were hard 
pressed, Nearly one-fifth of the mileage of 
the country is in the hands of receivers, while 
solvent companies are struggling earnestly to 
eatn bond interest or dividends. Heroic 
measures are being taken to reduce operating 
expenses as earnings decline. Everywhere 
the signs of financial stress are visible. 

“*There must be broad reasons why the pre- 
vailing depression has appeared to be fatal to 
80 Many companies while embarrassing great- 
ly so many more, Taz Trisunz interviews 
agree in ascribing to ill-advised ‘legislation a 
large share in bringing about the result. It 
must be confessed that the railway managers 
are right in complaining of the hostile spirit 
shown by Federal and State governments. 
Railways have been thought fair game. They 
have been ‘regulated’ until profits have dis- 
appeared. 
taken into account, though ita effect upon the 
present situation may easily be exaggérated. 
Probably the capital of the railways has not 
increased faster than values along their lines, 
though the capitalization of expected profits, 
common ten. years ago, has proved itself an 
economic mistake,”’ 


Traffic Increases and Profit Decreases. 


An interesting table printed by President 
Fish of the Illinois Central shows a doubling 
of the volume of traffic from 1883 to 1892, 
while the net earnings in the latter year were 
only five-sixths of those in 1883. Meanwhile 
funded debt and share capital have been 
much increased, though there is no “‘ water ”’ 
in the accounts of that company. All the 
railways can show a similar increase in the 
traffic and capital with no corresponding iny 
crease in earnings.

TRIED SUCCESSFULLY ON THE DOG. 


With Permanganate of Potash Dr. McDon- 
ell Revivesa Dog Dying from Morphine. 
The discovery recently announced by Dr. 

William Moor of New York that permanga- 

nate of potash wasian antidote for morphine, 

whether taken internally or hypodermically, 


has attracted great attention in Chicago, and 


already several experiments have been con- 
ducted by physicians here with a view of test- 
ing its reality. rs 

“One of the foremost of these investigators 
is Dr. J. A. McDonell, who performed an 
experiment yesterday afternoon for this pur- 
pose. Dr. McDonell decoyed a small cur 
from the street into his barn. It weighed 


' twenty-two pounds and was over a year old. 


It was securely tied so that it could not bite, 
and then Dr. McDonell with a hypodermic 
syringe injected into his veins five and one- 
half grains of morphia. v 

Considering that the dog weighed only one- 
seventh as mucl as a man, thedose given him 
was equal to thirty-eight grains given to a 
man. Two grains is certain death toa man, 
and sométimes a half a grain is fatal. But a 
dog is not as susceptible to this drug’ as is 
man. Indeed, it is a question whether any 
quantity of morphine in a.dog’s stomach will 
kill him. But administered hypodermically 
it is much more efficient, and in this case laid 
Fido out. It took thirty minutes to get around 
to it, but at the end of that time he lay down, 

awned, blinked, and began to breathe slowly. 
He was on the high road to death, in the stage 
in which a human patient is generally fougd 
by the first physician who reaches him... . 

Dr. McDonell then injected into the dog 
one and a half grains of the anganate of 

tash. The animal was notso drowsy that 

it did not protest against the injection. It 
seemed to have a scalding effect at first, and 
to produce muscular activity for some time 
afterward. Gradually, however, these effects 
and the narcotic effects of the morphine wore 
off together and after an hour the dog was in 
a cheerful and lively condition. Still it 
seemed to have a vague idea that unwarrant- 
ed liberties had been taken, and the wind 
happening to blow the barn door open it 
dartéd through it tike a shot and Dr. Mc- 
Donell has not seen it since. 
- Dr. McDonell does not consider this experi- 
ment conclusive, but he is vastly interested in 
it, and pleased with it. Asfar as it went he 
tegards it as_ confirmatory. of Dr. Moor’s 
theory. thinks that without the dose of 
permanganate the dog would have sunk 
deeper and deeper into narcosis for five or six 
hours and then have died. To’have him raised 
up to perfect health within an hour he regards 
as a wonderful result, 

Dr. McDonell accepts the theory of Prof. 
Haines that the permanganate oxidizes the 
morphine, turning it into udo-morphine, 
which is insoluble and harmless, but he thinks 
that it acts in other ways also. He thinks 
that it contracts the absorbent vessels and 
prevents the nerves from taking up any more 
of the poison. He also believes that it is a 
stimulant to the vital forces, enabling them to 
throw off the effects already produced. He 
has no idea of Dr. Moor’s doses. He admin- 
istered one anda half grains of the perman- 
ganate at a venture, and doea not know but 
better effects might be produced with a great- 
er or less dose, - 2 

The permanganate of potash is a rocky sub- 
stance of a dark yellow or rusty color, but 
dissolves readily in water, producing a fluid 
of a brilliant and beautiful purple color. Dr. 
McDonell will resume his experiments with it 
tomorrow. 


MARSHAL HITCHCOCK’S TERM EXPIRES. 


Prospect That Justice Harlan Will Reap- 
point Him Temporarily. 

The commission of United States Marshal 
Hitcheock expires today, and unless he is 
temporarily reappointed or his successor 
named by President Cleveland tomorrow the 
Chicago district will be without a Marshal 
legally empowered to exercise any of the 
functions of the office. Untila few days ago 
Marshal Hitchcock, knowing his commission 
would expire Feb, 4 and that he would have 
no authority to act after that date, expected 
his successor would be named at once.

ONE WAY TO CATCH PICKPOCKETS, 


He Set Fishhooks in His Pockets and Baited 
with $20 Gold Pieces, 

San Francisco Chronicle: A remarkable 
story came to light yesterday regarding an 
experience Monday night of Charles Osborne, 
the mining man of Shasta County, with a 
pickpocket, in which he came off immeasur- 
bly best. Osborne has just sailed for South 
Africa. “The story is so unusual as to seem 
hurdly eredible,- but is vouched for in a way 

o carry belief. 

Osborne arrived here several weeks ago. He 
is one of the best-known mining men of Cali- 
fornia, having mined for years in the north, 
He was the discoverer of the Gladstone gold 
mine, French Gulch, which he sold for $50,- 
000. As he was on his way to Johannesburg 
to take charge of some mines and did not 
know when he would get back, he spent some 
time here seeing the sights and taking his ease 
preparatory to starting.

One night over a week ago, when he and 
his friend, Petty, were out seeing the sights, a 
light-fingered nan touched him for two $20 
gold pieces, which he had in one of his trous- 
ers pockets. This was a surprise to Osborne, 
and set him to thinking. Hehad never had 
anything like that happen before, and he was 
much annoyed, He said nothing about it at 
the time, however, but set to work devising a 
plan for thwarting-any similar accident in 
the future. P : 

In a dim way he rgcailected that he thought 
some one had put a hand in‘his pocket on the 
night he lost the coin. Osborne, as is custom- 
ary among many nfining men, wears substan- 
tial corduroy clothes, and these are equipped 
with unusually strong pockets. In the ah 
pocket of his trousers, therefore, he skiilfully, 
arranged half a dozen big fishhooks, each 
carefully fastened to its place, and in sucha 
way thatthey would offer no resistance toa 
hand while being inserted, but the hand would 
be grasped by the barbs while being with- 
drawn. Any one of the hooks would hold a 
ten-pound salmon, 

Thus equipped Osborne again started forth.

Along about dark I 
came toa little creek where there was some 
timber, and as the trail was getting indistinct 
I concluded [’d better camp for the night.

tically Admit That They Will Not Make 
a Concerted Action for Redress=Presi- 
dent Hopkins Said by Workers to Be 
Responsible=-Contracts Which Were 
Called in by Him Affect Rate of Pay. 

Wages are to be cut Monday all along the 
line of the Alley “ L.” This doesn’t suit the 
employés. Some of them appear to have old 
-scores against the management, anyway, and 
secret meetings are being held every night to 
devise ways and means for redress, Still, 
times are hard, and the opinion among the 
most conservative seems to be that no con- 
eerted action will be taken when the reduc- 
tion in wages is made, 

Yesterday President Hopkins announced 
that the pay ot ticket-takers would be $1.50 a 
day from Feb. 1,'and that ticket-sellers would 
receive $1.05 fromthe same date. Thisis a 
reduction of 25 cents from the ticket-taker 
and 20 cents from the seller. _ | 

But thisis only a beginning. Monday an 
order will be posted making a general reduc- 
tion along the entire line in every department. 
The employés know of it and they say it is 
but another chapter in the long series of their 
unpleasant experiences. Their first trouble, 
they say, arose with the advent of General 
Manager Hopkins. January, 1893, when the 
road began to equip for World’s Fair service, 
all of the men were required to sign contracts 
by President Barnard, which were acceptable 
to the employés in general, as it beemed to 
protect their positions and stipulated that 
with the length of time in the service of the 
company their pay would increase, By the 
contract the following was the schedule of 
wages per day, with the gradual advances to 
be made:

The Hours Are Lenegthened, 


The engineers until recently only worked 
eight hours a day, the men complain, but an 
order went forth not long ago stretching the 
day’s labor to ten hours and not making a 
corresponding stretch in salary. 

The relations between officials and mén are 
apparently strained. The employés say there 
is not another railroad manager in the West 
whose unpopularity compares with that of 
President Hopkins, who also’ holds the title 
of General Manager. One of the em- 
ployés said yesterday: ‘‘ Hopkins seems to 
leave no stone unturned that wili aid in mak- 
ing our work hard, unpleasant, and unprofit- 
abie. The first demand that he made when 
he took the management of the roal was for 
the contracts that we made at the request of 
President Barnard, and which were made in 
good faith on our part. Under these we sup- 
posed that our positions were protected and 
that by the stipulations we would receive an 
increase of pay with the length of our service. 
But the contracts cut no figure with Hopkins. 
He got ail he could of them and commenced 
diseharging right and left, and just at the 
time when the employés would have been 
benefited by the contract if its promises had 
been carried out.- A miserable shanty is 
maintained for the men to eat their meals in. 
It is situated so far from the Sixty-third street 
station that the men lose most of their meal- 
time in getting to and frorn it. 


Orders Which Harass the Men. 


‘*Itisa wretched place to eat in, and the rules 
governing it’are stringent. If an employé 
leaves the shanty a little early and instead of 
waiting on the platform for his trains steps 
into the hallway of the Superintendent’s 
office 'to keep out, of the cold he is liable to a 
five day lay-off. There have been many men 
laid off this winter just for this reason. 

*.Not long ago an order went into effect 
that all empioyés riding on the road should 
use a monthly pass issued by the Superintend- 
ent. Last month a conductor named Bradley 
came in for his new pass. He was asked to 
turn over his old one, and being unable to do 


' 80, having left it at home, the next, question 


was: ‘Howdid you get up here without a 
pass?’ He replied that he had been passed by 
the gateman at Thirty-first street. As a 
gentle reminder of his negligence in leaving 
the pass home he was laid off for fifteen days. 
“Phe recent appointment of a man 
named Webber to a position as  con- 
ductor ahead of old empioyés is re- 
garded as a keen cut. Webber was for'a long 
time, it is alleged, employed as a spotter, and 
in this capacity gained an unenviable reputa- 
tion among the men. The fact that he was 
placed on thesame level with.them and ahead 
of other empioyés to whoin the position was 
due is louoked upon asa direct insult by the 
employés. Of course all of this is not done 
directly by Hopkins, but comes through Supt. 
Morrison and Train-Dispatcher Colgrove. 
The President tried the cut of wages on the 
gatemen and ticket sellers to see what effect 
it will have ‘on the remainder. of 
the employés.

DAMAGED BY WORD OF MOUTH. 
William F. Singleton Sued for a Large 
Sum by H. C. Hullinger, 

Henry C. Hullinger, through his attorney, 
Howard L. Smith, has begun suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court against William F. Singleton for 
$50,000. In the declaration it is claimed 
that the defendant, through misrepresenta- 
tions, injured the character of the plaintiff 
and caused the loss of considerable money. 
Mr. Hullinger was President and manager of 
the Carolina Building and Hotel company, 
which is building a hotel on the North Side. 
The company had a leasehold interest in the 
real ertate.. The capital stock is $200,000, 
of which the plaintiff owns $140,000. To 
complete the building the sum of $150,000 
was required and it was necessary to borrow 
$50,000. The. lease of the real estate was 
obtained from Singleton, and, the declaration 
says, he made use of malicious and defama- 
tory words, claiming that the lease was ob- 
tained by fraud by the plaintiff from the de- 
fendant and. that the former had managed 
the affairs of the company in a dishonest way 
and had fraudulently issued the stock of the 
company. These statements, it is said, have 
damaged the good name, credit, and reputa- 
tion of the plaintiff, and the company has 
been so injured in credit and reputation that 
its stock has greatly depreciated’in value and 
it cannot borrow the money necessary to 
complete the building. 


_ JEALOUSY CAUSES A FATAL FIGHT. 


Frank Stucker Killed at Blue Ridge, Lil., 
by Thomas Loyd. 

MontTicet1o, Ill., Feb. 8.—[Special.]— 
Jealousy caused an encounter at Blue Ridge 
Thursday between Thomas Loyd and Frank 
Stucker, two farm hands, which resulted in 
the death of the latter last night. Miss Rose 
Haneline was the cause of the fatal fight. She 
received Loyd’s attentions for a time, but 
transferred her affections to Stucker. The 
bad blood thus caused culminated when the 
rivals met Thursday. Although no weapons 
were seen it is believed Loyd must have had 
brass knuckles, as Stucker’s injuries could 
hardly have been inflicted with the bare fists. 
When he heard of: his victim’s’ death this 
morning Loyd decamped. Sheriff Wooling- 
ton followed him by the footprints he left 
in the snow and found him hidden ina smoke- 
house. Loyd is 21 years old and Stucker 
younger. The relatives of the latter live in 
Ford County. Loyd has no home, but has a 


brother in Decatur. He was lodged in jail 
tonight. 


EVANSTON’S WATER SUPPLY CUT OFF. 


Anchor Ice Chokes the Intake for Several 
Hours, 

Evanston experienced a water famine yes- 
terday for the second time this winter on ac- 
count of anchor ice over the mouth of the in- 
take. About 3 o’clock yesterday morning 
Engineer Peeney noticed that the pumps 
were drawing nothing but air—that the water 
supply was cut off. The pumps were shut 
down and a gang of men in two boats was 
started as soon as possible for the intake, 
which is 3,000 feet out. 'The surface of the 
lake was frozen and the men were obliged 
to cut their way through the ice. The pumps 
were at work again at noon. .Last summer 
the city had a revolving disk placed over the 
mouth of the intake which it was thought,would 
keep it free from anchor ice, but the experi- 
ence of yesterday and that of December shows 
it to be a failure. The ice accumulates even 
while the disk is revolving in such quantities 
as to completely stop it. Extra precautions 
were taken by the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments to guard against danger by fire. 


FIVE DAYS OF GRACE ON THE GAME LAWS 


Infractions Will Not Be Punished‘ at Once 
Ready for the Work. 

“The game law against the sale of game 
after Feb. 1 has not yet been enforced,” said 
M. R. Bortree, President of the National 
Sportsman’s Association, ‘owing to a mis- 
understanding. It seems that Game Warden 
Charles H. Blow has interpreted the some- 
what complicated game Jaw toread that deal- 
ers may have five days of grace after eb. 1 to 
dispose of their stocks and has so notified the 
dealers. The dealers have relied upon this 
notification, so we thought it would be a little 
hard on the dealers to enforce the law Feb. 1 
as it shouid be. We therefore will let the 
matter rest until Monday, when the five de ys’ 
grace allowed by Game Warden Blow’s notice 
expires, After Monday every dealer who is 
found to have game, except snipe, ducks, and 
geese, will be prosecuted. The market has 
been glutted all winter, but the most of the 
game has disappeared within the last two or 
three days.

Inpranapouis, Ind., Feb. 3.—( Special. ]—It 
developed here today that the Fort Wayne 
Athletic club, a swell organization’ in that

Jackson fight. However, before playing its 
card the club desires to test the Indiana law, 
and sent a proposition to Gov. Matthews as 
follows : ** As stated at the commenceinent of 
this letter, we are not desirous of violating 
any law, and to that end wish to test the legal- 
ity of such a meeting in the courts. There. 
fore We propose to arrange a contest under 
precisely similar conditjons and invoke Exec- 
utive interference.. We will then carry the 
matter to the upper courts, and upon the de- 
cision of the courts we will rest. If the courts 
decide such contests illegal we will drop the 
matter entirely and abide by the decision. . If 
the courts decidé the contest within tine pale 
of the law w@ would then proceed with our 
arrangements. The object of the communt- 
cation is to ascertain whether such a friendly 
test of the law would be agreeable to you.” 

To this communication Gov. Matthews re- 
1 ang today briefly but incisively as fol- 
ows: 

“ You state that the Fort Warne Athletic 
club is desirous of getting the Corbett. Jack- 
son scientific glove contest and to test. the 
legality of such a meeting ip the courts you 
propose to arrange a contest under precisely 
similar conditions and invoke Executive 
interference. In reply I most courteously and 
positively decline to enter into sucha friendly 
test of the law. regard the question 
as already having been settled by the 
equrts and have that faith in the Sheriff, 
I“ secuting Attorney, and other conservators 
of the peace in Allen County to belheve that 
they wiil vigorously enforce the law. With- 
out entering upon a discussien of the merits 
and demerits of such contests I beg to assure 
you that the Corbett-Jackson prize fight will 
not take place in Indiana.

IMPORTANT OONFERENOE 18 HELD 
AT THE NEW YORK U. A. 0. 


Harvard, Yale, and Princeton Are Repre- 
sented — Princeton’s Formal Request 
That the University Athletic Club Un- 
dertake the Task=Committee of Five to 
Be Selected by the U. A. C. Finally 
Agreed Upon=—Those Who Will Proeb- 
ably Be Named, 


New York, Feb. 3.—[Special.}—Another 
preliminary step in the great movement for 
reform in football, under the guidance of the 
celebrated University Athletic club, was taken 
tonight at the club’s home, Twenty-sixth 
street and Sixth avenue. The meeting 
was called to order early in the even- 
ing by Chairman Guy Richards, Columbia, 
’87, George A. Adee of Yale, Lloyd McK. 
Garrison of Harvard, and Chairman Richards 
represented the University Athletie club. -As 
their guests there were present Alec Moffatt, 
from Princeton; Joe Sears of Harvard, and 
Capt. Frank Hinkey of Yale. 

Mr. L. Moffatt presented Princeton’s writ- 
ten request that the University Athletic club 
be so kind as to undertake the reform of foot- 
ball. Princeton stipulated no conditions, 
merely declaring an earnest desire 
to see the game improved. Yale also 
prayed the U. A. C., to chaperon things. Har- 
vard favored the plan of changing some of 
the rules, President Adee having a letter from 
Capt. B. G. Waters to that effect. Harvard 
has all along believed that the revision should 
be conducted by representatives from Yale, 
Princeton, University of Pennsylvania, and 
Harvard. Yale wants Wesleyan brought 
in, although the Middletown clergy- 
men have shown less and less 
interest in the game, withdra w- 
ing from the intercollegiate association when 
their team’‘became disintegrated early last 
November, Harvard men opposed Wesleyan’s 
admission to the convention because of her 
incurable habit of voting ar Yale does on all 
questions. President Adee wanted to concil- 
iate both sides, so it was suggested that the 
Committee on, Revision consist of. six instead 
of four, as Harvard proposed, or five, as Yale 
wanted. . 

Dr. Paul J. Dashiel, the popular Lehigh ex- 
player who officiated at several of the big 
matches acceptably last November, was sug- 


gested as a possible sixth expert. No one de- 
murred, 


An Agreement Reached. 


Finally the representatives of Yale, Har- 
vard, and Princeton agreed to have the Uni- 
versity Athletic club appoint a committee of 
five experts. Yale and Harvard will indicate 
whom they prefer to have selected. Presi- 
dent Adee seeined to think the composition 
- the committee would be something like 
this: 

WalterCamp. Yale; George A. Stewart, Har- 
vard ; Alexander Moffatt, Princeton; Dr. Schoff, 
ti pact of Pennsylvania; and Dr. Dashiel, Le- 
nign, 

There was a desire on the part of Harvard 
at one stage of the matter to have two men 
from each college, say a graduate in the 
person of some eminent football coach, 
and an undergraduate, probably the ’var- 
sity captain, but the impression was general 
that a large committee would be cumbersome 
and hard to assemble as often as will be nec- 
essary, and the idea of double representation 
Indeed, it is likely that Dr. 
Dashiel and some of the others who were dis- 
cussed as desirable men to have on the Revi- 
sion committee may find it impossible to come 
to New York and back: every now and then, 
that the committee as finally consti- 
tuted may consist of men who live in or near 
the metropolis, such. as Perry Trafford of 
Harvard, and Tracy Harrisof Princeton: This 
would facilitate the work, especially if the 
committee decides to meet from day to day 
or once a week. There are many rules, clauses, 
and even words to consider in going over the 
football manual, and as each change will be 
thoroughly discussed the work of. revision is 
likely to consume corsiderable time. 

After the whole situation has been canvassed 
and the amendments collated the result of the. 
committee’s labors will be submitted to the 
different large colleges for acceptance as a 
desirable set of football rules. Only the ptay- 
ing rules will be considered. The vexed ques- 
tions of eligibility, professionalism, etc., will 
not be touched. 


To Be Completed Before May. 


Of course the players, the captains, the 
coachers, and the college.authorities will all 
weigh the matter carefully and deliberately 
and then, perhaps. decide to adopt the com- 
mittee’s code as their guide for next fall’s 
operations. As the candidates for the big 
teamg begin their preliminary trainings as 
early as July, it is desirable to have the work 
of revision completed by’ the end of April, at 
least. 

The sentiment of the experts is against mak- 


ing many radical changes, lest the whole char. | 


acter of the sport be altered, perhaps without 
benefit. One ‘** reform,’’ however, is sure to 
be made. The mass-plays, except at the start 
off of each haif, are to be abolished. It would 
be impracticable to start the game _ with 
an open play, but the suppression. of 
“flying wedges”? and momentum maneu- 
vres generally is a great concession to the 
clamor for a milder, gentler game. The 
penalty fom overthrowing @ man who has 
made a fair catch is a fruitful subject for 
** reform,”’ 
President Adee of the University A. C. 
said tonight: “We shall meet next 
Tuesday to carry out the formal request 
made today by.the three big. colleges that the 
University’Athletic club appoint a committee 
of five football experts to revise the rules. 
We offer our club-house as a meeting place

stricted upon that point.”

The Minneapolis Skater Wins Nearly All 
the Events at Montreal. 
Monrreau, Qye., Feb. 3.—The ‘annual meet 
of the.Canadian Amateur Skating Association, 
which took place this afternoon, was one of 
the greatest events of its kind ever witnessed 
in America: Nearly all of the great skaters 
of the world, including Joe Donoghue of New- 
burg, N. ¥.,J. S. Johnson of Minneapolis, 
Norseng; the Norwegian champion, Harry 
Davidson of St. Paul, Hulse of Toronto, and 
McCulloch ot Winnipeg participated.

Chagrin at a Lost Opportunity.

Itis believed that 
there would have been effective English in- 
terference at the start but for the English 
Minister, of whom hard things are said.

French Navy Inquiry Stifled.

It is a method. by which.all inquiry into naval 
efficiency can be stifled until or unless 
a question of naval eflicienty prove par- 
amount. to mere politics.’| There is an- 
other analogy, a Commission of In- 
quiry into French naval affairs has been 
appointed.

‘Basis of the Report.

This deeply impressed one 
of his hearers, who happened not .to know 
that Gladstone has been dropping. ex- 
actly the same sort of hints any time 
these twenty years.

~ It must bea very fresh politician indeed 
who does not see that day by day the partisan 
situation here is being shaped by the enemies 
of Liberalism into just whata veteran strate- 
gist like Gladstone could most desire. This 
last year was made notable in British politics 
by a recrudescence of the House of Lords asa 
fighting factor. lt is undoubtedly a curious 
spectacle, and I take it will also be one of 
great historical interest.

Salisbury Using the Peers. 


Salisbury has brought his Lords to London 
in quite unparalleled numbers for the season 
of the year and is using them boldly to tear 
the parish councils bill toribbons. Their 
labors in this congenial task will extend into 
the middie of next week, but already they 
have made it a thing which the Commons 
treat as contemptuously as so much waste 
paper. To ilustrate retrogressive changes 
made in it, the bill,as it passed the Com- 
mons, contained a provision that the councils 
should never meetina public house. This 
safeguard against the institution getting 
into the hands of the saloonkeepers 
or becoming in any way associated with 
drink was warmly praised by the more 
scrupulous Tory leaders in the Commons and 
received general approval in the press of the 
country. It was precisely this clause to 
which the Lords rallied most enthusiastically 
in order to kick it out, They had the help of 
every Bishop present in their vote to permit 
the new village council to assemble in 
licensed houses. I commend this single per- 


formance of the Lords, spiritual and tem- 


poral, to good people at home, who do not 
guite see why the English should desire to 
abolish the hereditary chamber and disestab- 
lish the charch. 

To attempt to indicate other changes made 
in the bill is impossible here; they are doz- 
ens in number, all aimed at beneficent liber- 
alizing reforms, all reflecting the same medie- 
val theory of the patrician’ that the agricultur-

While St. Petersburg was in a state of 
fright over the bulletins from the imperial 
palace, that other Slavonic capital, to think 
of which makes Russians sickest—to wit: 
Sofia, was decreeing for -itself three days of 
jubilation and drunks over the birth of an 
heir to the Bulgarian crown. | In these dem- 
ocratic days it is quite unique to see a whole 
country go unfeignedly off its head with de- 
light over a dynastic event of this sort. The 
meaning of the present instance is, of course, 
that a perpetuation of the dynasty in Bul- 
garia is practically its solitary chance of main- 
taining its national liberty. Naming the babe 
Boris has reference to a tutelary hero of the 
Bulgaris and identifying him with the historic 
hopes of the people, just as the heir to the 
King of Greece is called Constantine to typify 
the revival of Hellenic ambition. 

From the day of his birth this Boris is 
Colonel of three regiments, Lieutenant in 
another, and Chevalier of the Order of St. 
Alexander, buta remarkable énce is. pre- 
served about his baptism. It may be possi- 
e under , constitution to christen 
iim a Catholic, and there is a story in Vienna 
that this was done secretly in the mother’s 
oedroom on the first day, but the belief is 
growing that vublicly, at least, he will be 
made a member of the orthodox Greek 
Church, which would spike Russia’s last gun 
of valid objection.

Temperance ‘Agitation in Austria. 

American temperance agitators do not en- 
joy themselves in Austria. A native of a small 
village was in a long’ cataleptic trance a year 
ago. He declared he had been in’heaven and 
was commissioned by the Almighty to teach 
the peasants the wickedness of drinking 
spirits, and’soon the entire village took an 
oath of total abstinence. The District, Gov- 
ernor committed the man to the madhouse, 
where the doctors kept him six months, but 
when he was declared sane he resumed his 
agitation. In a short time seven villages had 
taken vows of abstinence, and asa result a 
number of liquor dealers, to whom the gov- 
ernment had granted licenses, refused to keep 
their contracts. The District Judge then gave 
orders that the dangerous’ agitator be ar- 
rested if caught preaching abstinence. The 
man has not left his house in weeks, but dep- 
utations come to him from far and wide to hear 
his words and to repeat them when they return 
home. The authorities are consoling the deal- 
ers by declaring that..the peasants must soon 
drink aguin. , 

Art Collectors in a Dilemma, 

Owners of works of art, not only in En- 
gland but throughout Europe, complain of the 
injustice of the increasing demands for loans 
of their treastires ‘by international, national, 
and local exhibitions. The pictures just re- 
turned from Chicago are wanted immediately 
in Vienna and then Antwerp, and the English 
owners are openly talking of a refusal. To: 
refuse to lend seems.churlish, while it may 
prove damaging to the reputation, not merely 
to individual artists, but to the British school. 
On the other hana if owners lend whenever 
asked they would never have possession of 
their own pictures. The Royal Academy will 
probably soon consider the dilemma. 

Paid for a Dead Wife’s Support. 

One of the strangest mistakes of official red 
tape was told in a London district court this 
week. A manunable to support his invalid 
wife at home secured her admission to an in- 
firmary seven years ago. He paid five shil- 
lings weekly for her maintenance till a few 
weeks ago, when he learned that the woman 
had died a few days after entering and that he 
had beam a widower for seven years. Instead 
of punishing his conjugal neglect by the loss 
of seven years’ contributions the magistrate 
ordered the authorities to repay the full sum. 


Alleged Corruption in London. 

Unpleasant rumors are current as to cor- 
ruption in the corporation of the City of Lon- 
don, which investigation may prove to be 
much worse than that which brought about 
the abolition of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works six or seven years ago. The Court of 
Common Council ata secret session Thurs- 
day ordered an extfa judicial inquiry into 
specific charges of accepting bribes brought 
against some of its members. . But it is un- 
‘likely that the truth can be ascertained by 
such means; a government commission ought 
to be appointed, in which case it would al- 
most certainly be shown that jobbery and cor- 
ruption permeates the entire-administration 
of the municipality professing to be the 
purest in the world. 

Uncertain About the Tariff, 

British manufacturers seem unable to make 
up their minds as tothe effect of the pass- 
ing of the tariff bill by the House; the con- 
sensus of opinion, however, is that the export 
trade here cannot possibly get worse, having 
already touched bottom. For instance, Sir 
Henry’ Mitchell, presiding yesterday at a 
meeting of one of the largest firms in York- 
shire, declared there has been an almost en- 
tire cessation of Americah orders for all kinds 
of goods during the last six months, and prac- 
tically a total cessation of shipments, 

Suicides Too Common. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, at the church 
convocation Thursday entered a strong pro- 
test against the ‘growing tendency of what he 
ealled ** condoling suicides.’”” He protested 
against the conventional verdict of temporary 
insanity in order to grant Christian burial. 
In spite of a repugnance to speak ill 
of the dead he said that the suicide is becom- 
ing too prevalent, and a healthier public sen- 
timent against it should be encouraged. He 
urged that newspaper headings instead of be- 
ing *‘romantic,’”’ ‘ pathetic,” or ‘ interest- 
ing,’’ should be “ revolting self-murder.”’ s 

Mathematical Laws and Roulette. 

Prof. Karl Pearson has been applying 
mathematical laws of probability to the 
chances of luck at Monte Carlo with the re- 
sult, he declares, that Monte Carlo roulette, 
judging by the returns published, apparently 
with the sanction of society, and viewed from 
the standard of exact science, is the most 
prodigious miracle of the century. 


Elephant Dies of Seasickness. 
‘) Americans who know the terrors of the En- 
glish Channel will sympathize with the fate 
of five elephants which were taken across in 
rough weather Thursday. Al! the animals 
were violently seasick. The biggest died in 
midchannel and another expired on landing. 
Savings in France Shrink, 

Frenchmen are alarmed to discover a sharp 
decline in their thrift, for their country sav- 
ings-bank deposits have shrunk more than 16 
per cent in two years. Inquiries are being 
made and the officers of the banks say the 
withdrawers of deposits express feelings not 
of insecurity but of discontent. 

No Demonstration of Unemployed. 


The threatened demonstration of the unem- 
ployed of London this afternoon, like all those 
preannounced, amounted to a little marching 
from Tower Hill. A cfowd of a few hundred 
attempted to leave the prescribed route via 
the Embankment and go through Fleet street; 
An encounter with a large body of police fol- 
lowed, and two leaders of the crowd were so 
badly hurt that they were taken to a hospi- 
tal, where one may die. Only 1,000 finally 
assembled in Trafalgar Square, and the pro- 
ceedings there were tame. The threat of idle 
Jews to invade St. Paul’s Cathedral was not 
executed. The condition of the poor of Lon- 
don this winter has been much aggravated by 
the presence ofa large number of Russian 
Jews and other foreigners, who are even -nere 
loud-mouthed over their grievances than na- 
tive Lendoners. They have little sympathy 
of the really needy; indeed, they « have been 
roundly denounced today in the ranks of the 
unemployed asa set of cheeky foreigners 
who come to England penniless and-roar for 
work louder than those who have suffered pa- 
tiently many months. 

Count Herbert Bismarck. 


All rumors as to Count Herbert Bismarck’s 
forthcommg entrance into the diplomatic 
service are groundless. He was reported to 
have been selected as the successor of Prince 
Reuss, the retired Ambassador at Viefina, but 
Count Eulenberg has been appointed. There 
is no other Ambassador's post vacant, and it is 
neither the intention of tie government to offer 
one to Herbert Bismarck nor is it Herbert's 
intention to accept one if offered. This is

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CORDIAL TO BAYARD. 


PRINOE OF WALES REOEIVES THE 
AMERIOAN AMBASSADOR. 


At the Smoking Concert of the Honorable 
Artillery Company Albert Edward Man- 
ifests Great Friendship for the Repre- 
sentative of the United States=Beauti- 
ful Arrangements of the Armory=Much 
Anxiety Felt for the Position of Young 


Chanier in Africa,

—A conspicuous social courtesy was extended 
Thursday night to Ambassador Bayard and 
to the United States military attachés in be- 
ing the only foreigners invited to the smoking 
eoncett of the Honorable Artillery company 
on the occasion of the visit of the Prince of 
Wales to the company’s armory. The cor- 
diality of the reception of the Americans was 
also marked. 

In a social régime so definitive as is that of 
Englana all this may be accepted as exceed- 
ingly significant of a desire on the part of the 
Prince to show his friendship for our country 
through its ofticial representatives. As is well 
known, no guest is ever invited to meet the 
Prince of Wales except, as is generally the 
ease, upon the Prince’s own invitation and 
never unless his wishes have been consulted 
in advance. 

The incident has not yet found its way into 
the London papers. But I have the details 
from one of these present. This particular 
function Was a notable one, because, in ap- 


pearance, there has. been heretofore some . 
friction between the Prince and the former 


Commander, the Duke of Portland, and the 
visit of the Prince Thursday night waa the 
first for several years. 

The Honorable Artillery company is the 
oldest military organization in Great Britain, 
having been incorporated in 1507, and it” is 
officered by the most fashionable men -in the 
peerage. The Captain-General is always tho 
sovereign, when the sovereign is a male; 
otherwise the heir apparent holds that office. 
The Earl of Denbigh is now the acting. Com- 
mander. The Honorable Artillery company 
of Boston has some connection with the older 
English organization, and there have been 
communications between the two bodies. 
Doubtless to this fact were due the especial 
courtesies extended to the two Americans. 

Arrangement of the Armory. 

The armory’ was beautifully decoruted. At 
the end of the’hall was a stage, thorough in 
all its appointments. Some distance from 
the stage, extending across the room except 
for a narrow passage at either end, was a 
long table. In front of this table and facing 
the stage. were ranged seats, the center one 
for the Prince of Wales, gtbe others for the 
most honored guests. Back of the tables 
were seats for the members of the corps and 
other guests. On the tables were placed 
boxes of cigars and cigarettes and bottles of 
Scotch whisky and aerated waters. | 

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by 
Prince Louis of Battenburg, the Duke of 
Teck, and the Prince’s suite, arrived early. 
At 11 p. m. the officers at the door called out, 
‘*Make Way for the American Ambassador,”’ 
and Mr. Bayard, leaning on the arm of Col, 
Ludlow, entered. The Prince of Wale’ and 
all about |him immediately arose and the 
Prince extended both handsin cordial greet- 
ingas Mr. Bayard approached and placed 
him in thé chair immediately to his left, Lord 
Denbigh occupying the seat on the right. Col. 
Ludlow was given a place only three or four 
seats away. 

The performers included Mlle. Trebelli, 
Miss Florence St. John, Hayden Coffin, Lionel 
Brough, and all the noted stars of the Music 
Hall stage. Anothér feature was an exhibi- 
tion by the corps of halberd exercise as prac- 
tived in 1726. In the_intervals between the 
numbers the Prince of Wales conversed con- 
stantly with Ambassador Bayard. : 

Supper was,served at 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when Mr. Bayard was given a seat on the 
Prince’s right hand, with Lord Denbigh on 
the left. Afterwards, as the company was 
separating and the Prince was returning 
from ‘the;coat room, he met Mr. Bayard and 
Col. Ludlow and halted the line while he bade 
them a cordial good-by. 

Anxtety Over Chanler’s Position. 

Much anxiety over-the position of William: 
Astor Chanler is felt amonga large class of 
ménvin London interested in exploration and 
geographical questions, The most intelligent 
exploration has originated in this city, and 
great interest is taken in the rich young Amer- 
ican who has assumed the dangerous work. 
His Kilimanjaro expedition won for him a 
responsible rank among ° explorers. His 
only serious defect is lack of scieutific knowl- 
edge. 

ITasked Henry M. Stanley today for his 
opinion concerning Chanler’s position and 
the explorer writes in reply: ** Accounts from 
Chanler’s expedition are too meager for any 
one to be able to give an opinion. Besides, 
he holds his own fate in his own hands; he is 
responsible to no one but §himeelf. 
If he cannot proceed he can 
return. He is a gallant young fellow, 
and his sacrifices in behalf of exploration are 
extremely creditable to him. If he is obliged 
to retire unsuccessfully he will be just as 
much entitled to our praise as if he had suc- 
ceeded, because his sacrifice in money, time, 
and health, and his perseverance amply enti- 
tiled him to success and to praise.”’ 

Mr. Keltie, Secretary of the Geographical 
Society, to which Chanler has sent his letters 
tor publication, said: ‘* I do not believe Chan- 
ler is in dny danger. No one ia lost in Africa 
nowadays. I believe that the telegram re- 
ceived last week was inaccurate when it said 
he was deserted by all but eighteen of his 
followers. Ithink he has been deserted by 
the eighty men sent up from Mombassa to 
take the place of the donkeys. that died. 
He should have about 100 men still with 
him. The most competent man to discuss 
this question is Dr. Gregory of Suuth Ken- 
sington Muséum, who was in the country at 
the same time as Chanler. Heexplored Mount 
Kenia with most interesting scientific results. 
He had only forty men with him, and many 
said he was doing a most hazardous thing. If 
Gregory could go forward with forty men 
Chanler should be able to retreat with 100.” 

Believes Chanler in Danger. 

Dr. Gregory, who is now attached to the 
natural history department of South Kensing- 
ton Museum, at once expressed his opinion 
that Chanler was in great danger, and it 
should be ‘borne in mind that this is the 
opinion of a man who has been in the same 
country, whereas: previous remarks come 
from men who have not. Dr. Gregory started 
up the Ana River with Villiers’ expedition, 
which included Sir Henry Tichborne, It broke 
down owing to the impracticability of the 
young men who led it. Dr, Gregory returned 
to the coast, and having limited funds started 
inland for Mount Kenia. Having only a small 
force he observed conciliatory ways with the 
natives. 

Dr. Gregory gave me amap showing the 
course of his own expedition and the position 
of Chanler. “ Chanler,”’ he said, “is un. 
doubtedly in serious danger. One great cause 
of this is the fact that he had serious fighting 
with the natives on the way to Daicho, 
where he now is. He is extremely ‘plucky 
and he indulged in some injudicious fighting.

Astor Engages a New Editor, 

Apropos of Mr. Astor’s newspaper report, 
which has aroused much gossip in social and 
political circles, is that a change is about to 
be made in the editorship. The present chief 
is Henry Cockayne Cust, M. P., whose ap- 
pointment created a sensation at the time Mr. 
Astor bought the newspaper, as the new editor 
was an absolute amateur in journalism and 
was known only as one of the smartest young 
men in the ** smartest’ social set in London. 
Simultaneously it is officially announced that 
Mr. Cust has _ notified his election 
committee thag he will not again contest 
his seat in Parliament. More or less definite 
reasons are given for this sudden retirement 
from public life of one of the most promising 
young men among the Tory politicians, but 
none that is tangible at present. His secret 
marriage was announced only about four 
months ago. He belongs to one of the oldest 
Lincolnshire families, is -already a large 
landed proprietor in his division, and ,as heir 
to the Earldom of Brownlow he will inherit 
_ further extensive estates.

Mrs. Grimwobdods with two sur- 
viving officers and a few men, assisted in de- 
fending the residency house for two 
days and. displayed such bravery that on 
her return to England the Queen 
‘decorated her with the Victoria Cross, 
being the first woman who ever received that 
much coveted distinction, and granted her a 
special pension of £40 a year. The Princess 
of Wales at the same time started a sub- 
scription for her, which was generously re- 
sponded to, andshe was the lion of the season.

Lonpon, Feb, 3.—In dealing with the parish 
councils bill the House of Lords has de- 
stroyed in two nights the constructive labors 
of the House of Commons in forty sittings. 
The measure is now so mangled that it is im- 
' possible for the government to accept it, Nor 
is there any hope for.a compromise unless 
the Tory Peers abandon their leading amend- 
ments—a course which would brand them 
with greater imbecility and vacillation than 
they have yet shown. Lord Salisbury has 
been described as a lath painted to look like 
iron, but he would show himself to be a mere 
reed if he should bow to the government 
which will not aceede to any one of the prin- 
cipal Conservative amendments. 

The crucial charaeter of the Tory changes 
in the bill is evident at first glance. One new 
provision is that, instead of ereating a council 
in every parish of 200 inhabitants or more, 
the bill’s operation shall be limited to par- 
ishes of 500 or more. Such a change would 
make councils impossible. in. some 4,500 
parishes contemplated by the bill, The mass 
of agricultural laborers would be. disfran- 
chised, moreover, by the creation of a rate- 
paying qualification, The use of sachool- 
rooms for meetings to discuss allotments or 
sections would be forbidden according to the 
decision of the Peers, and the public houses 
would, therefore, be made the 
centers of political activity in rural 
life. The acquisitions of allotments

Peers Blind to Their Fate. 

The Peers seem blind to the fate which their 
incessant provocation of trouble with the 
Commons must eventually prepare for them. 
Some Unionist journals express astonishment 
at the fatuity of the Upper House and the only 
gleam of common sense shown in that body 
came from the Liberal-Unionist leader, the 
Duke of Devonshire, and a few of his col- 
leagues who voted with the 
against the proposal to deprive the bulk of 
agricultural laborers of their franchise. The 
most discreditable exhibition in the debate 
was made by the Bishops, thirty-two of whom 
voted to exclude parish meetings from school- 
rooms, in the face of proof that such a course 
would drive the men to the public houses on 
all political occasions. 

Will the conflict between the two Houses in 
Parliament precipitate the dissolution? The 
Conservatives are confident that it will. They 
are already in a flurry of acampaign. They 
and the Liberals also have quickened their 
preparations for an appeal to the 
country. Mr. Gladstone’s nebulous denial 
that he was about to resign is re- 
garded as leaving the Cabinet free 
| to dissolve immediately after the action of 
the Peers renders hopeless the passage of the 
parish council bill and employers’ liability 
act. Nevertheless, Edward Majoribanks, the 
leading government whip, declared in a 
speech to his constituents last evening ’ that 
the Cabinet would not dissolve before passing 
its program of reforms through the. House of 
Commons, ne matter what might become of 
the bills elsewhere. If the House of Lords 
should challenge the government to déadly 
contest, he said, the government weuld not 
shrink. -The majority in the Commons would 
fight it out.

WILL RETURN BISMARCK’S VISIT, 


Emperor William Going to Friedrichéruhe 
the Middle of This Month, 
{SPECIAL CABEE. |! 

Beriin, Feb. 3.—[Copyright, 1894, 
the Press. Publishing Company, New 
York World.j|—The. information fur- 
neshed in this correspondence last Sun- 
day that Emperor William would speedily 
return at Friederichsruhe Prince Bismarck’s 
visit to Berlin was fully verified by an- 
nouncement Friday that he will make this 
visit about the middle of the present month. 
The effect of the reconciliation continues to 
be the principal topic of political speculation, 
not only in Germany, but in every nation of 
Europe. LS 

In a letter to his sister as far back as 1862 
Prince Bismarck wrote as follows: ‘‘ Since 
my illness I have become so exhausted that I 
have lost my elasticity in, dealing with in- 
tricate affairs. Three years ago I might 
have made a. useful Minister; now 
I feel as if I were a sick circus 
rider.” He might write these words again 
today, only that he may be certain that his- 
tory will not repeat itself now and he wiil not 
for a second time after his fit of melancholy 
develop an unexampled energy. It was thir- 
ty-two years ago when ‘he said in the same 
letter: ‘*l am afraid of the ministry as I am 
of a cold bath.”” . . . He parted four years 
ago from Berlin exclaiming, ‘*‘Le Roi Me 
Reverra.”’ 

He did hot then think he would return in 
the manner he did. He intended to return as 
a Wallenstein, who stamps armies out of the 
ground as a dictator, before whom the world 
bows, but not as a private citizen, grateful 
for the friendship of his King’and enchanted 
by the imperial grace and aifection. ‘ 

It is universally admitted that during his 
stay in Berlin Bismarck received no govern- 
ment officials except Count Eulenberg, Pres- 
ident of the Prussian Ministry. To him Bis- 
marek expressed his exceeding gratification 
at the touching proofs of affection showered 
upon him by the Emperor and people. 

Fatigue Did Not Hurt Him, 

On the whole, the fatigue of the day, so far 
from being injurious, has proved a stimulant 
to the old Chancellor. On his journey home 
he leaned comfdrtably' back in his seat, 
smoked his pipe, and chuckled and chattered 
incessantly with Herbert and Schweninger. 
He did not tire ef expressing his gratitude to 
God that he has been spared to live -to 
seo that he was the most popular 
man .in Germany. He also pointed 
out the unselfishness manifested on 
the occasion of his return by the people as a 
true trait of the German character, and which 
touched him more than anything else. Bis- 
marck said he was sure the Emperor would 
soon return his visit. He interpretated thus 
the Emperor’s parting words: ‘Auf Wie- 
dersehey.’’ - Immediately on his return to 
Friedrichsruhe he dispatched a long telegram 
of thanks to the Emperor, who telegraphed a 
most gracious reply the next morning.

IN A STRANGE PULPIT. 


THE REV. DR MOXOM OREATES A 
STIR IN BOSTON. 


He Is to Preach This Morning in King’s 


Chapel,.a Stronghold of Unitarianism, - 


hhicago Clergymen Comment on His 
usual CourseeDr, Gifford Believes 
He Will Not Leave His Denomination— 
Jenkin Lioyd Jones Has Opposite Views. 


The Rev. Philip S. Moxom, D. D., of Bos- 
ton, who is well remembered here for the 
active part he took and forhis abie addresses 
in the Parliament of Religions, is just now 
creating no little surprise, and perhaps con- 
sternation as well,at home. He was until 
about two inonths ago the pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Boston, and the surprise 
lies in the fact that this morning he will not 
only preach in King’s Chapel, that stronghold

of Chicago, preached once at least in old 
King’s Chapel while he was President 
of Brown University. What is al- 
most if not quite unprecedented, 
however, is the action of a minister 
of the Baptist denomination, which as a rule 
hedges communion about with such rigid 
safeguards in the way of requisite qualifica- 
tions, in administering that rite to a Uni- 
tarian flock. The question is naturally evoked: 
* Is this unly Dr. Moxom’s way of emphasizing 
his belief that adniission to the communion 
table should not be unduly and arbitrarily re- 
stricted, or does it foreshadow his breaking 
away from orthodox moorings altogether?’’ 

It has been known for some time that Dr. 
Moxom’s creed was somewhat in advance of 
that held by one element in his church, and 
that there was a lurking uneasiness in the 
gaze which certain New England Baptists bent 
upon the gifted pastor of the First Church. 
This church, it is interesting to note, was built 
by a Unitarian society which became so hope- 
lessly in debt and so reduced by the scattering 
of its members that it was obliged to 
sell the handsome edifice, and it was 
accordingly bought by the Baptists, 
who wanted just such a Back Bay 
location. The church stands on Common- 
wealth avenue, and is one of the handsomest 
in a city of fine churches. It is known to the 
irreverent as the ‘* Angel Gabriel. Church,”’ 
because of the four angels that, with long 
trumpets, guard the corners of the tower. 

Unitarianism Hides in Walls. 


Who shall sey but that there is some of the 
spirit of its Unitarian builders lurking yet 
within its walls, and instilling mischievous 
notions into the 
would be a curious fact if the costly church 
which the Unitarians gave up to the Baptists 
should give back to Unitdrianism one of the 
brightest preachers and strongest thinkers the 
Baptist denomination has had. But there is 
no direct evidence as ‘yet that Dr. Moxom 
meditates any such stepyand some people whb 
know him well think it unlikely that-he will 
go further than he is already going in express- 
ing his liberal ideas. 

** Dr. Moxom dined with me during the 
World’s Fair and at that time he had no 
thought of leaving his churchin Boston, much 
less the demorination,”’ said Dr. O.. P. Gif- 
ford, pastor of the Immanuel Church, who 
came from Boston to Chicago a few years 
ago. ‘**I know that he did not believe in the 
Unitarian creed, and I do not believe he - in- 
tends to enter that ministry. There had been 
some dissatisfaction among his church «mem- 
bers, coming from a variety of causes. He is 
a man of broad views and that displeased the 
older and the ultra orthodox. With the 
younger element it was different. The church 
was like ariver. The conservative branches 
were the banks—they stood still. The more 
progressive were the current, constantly ad- 
vancing. In moving with the current Dr. 
Moxom naturally rubbed against the banks 
sometimes—and they didn't appreciate it. He 
believes in the larger hope, in the ultimate 
salvation of all humanity. But some of his 
congregation ‘look for better things ’—they 
think some people ought to be damned. 

** He is liberal in the matter of communion 
and some there were who did not agree with 
him in that. There were other objections, too. 
His preaching university sermons frequently 
at Cornell, Yale, and other colleges took him 
away from his own church considerably. 
Moreover, he has pronounced views on mu- 
nicipal matters, believing the city should con- 
duct its own gas and railway systems as it 
now does its police system. etc. These things 
antagonized certain people who held other- 
wise. He believes in high license, and thus 
he came into conflict with the Prohibitionists. 
Then there were some persons who thought a 
minister ought not to smoke—and Dr. Moxom 
would invite the young men into his study to 
have a stnoke with him. There was no one 
thing, you know, but all these causes worked 
together to produce dissatisfaction. It was 
simply a case of incompatibility. His church 
was a composite, made up of what had for- 
merly been two separate congregations, and 
there was bound to be more or less friction. 
hm pleased one party wouldn’t suit the 
other. 

Influence of the “ Pillars.” 

‘** There were twenty-five men of the kind 
called in church parlance *‘ pillars’ who, while 
they admired his intellectual power and had 
the highest respect for him personally, felt 
that the best interests of the church required 
a change. Of course his adherents rallied to 
his support and had the advantage numeric- 
ally, but no man could get along under such 
conditions, and Dr. Moxom became tired of 
the constant friction. He had a strong church 
and a beautiful church building. 

‘*] am surprised at his administering com- 
munion in a Unitarian church, but I am in- 
clined to the opinion that his domg so is 
nothing more than an evidence of his liberal- 
ity and has no other significance. If it were 
true that he contemplated leaving the Baptist 
denomination there would be no trial or in- 
vestigation.

‘that a stranger wandering into the old church 
today, and seeing the frequent uprisings and 
down-sittings of the congregation in their 
high backed pews, might easily suppose him- 
self to be attending an Episcopal service. But 
if he were familiar with the latter he would 
soon notice that in prayers and glorias all ref- 
erences tothe Trinity had been altered to 
meet the revised views of the_Wing’s Chapel 
worshipers, who now have the Jnitarian creed 
and—approximately—the Episcopal liturgy. 

Dr. Moxom was notable as one of the few 
Baptist clergymen who made addresses at the 
Parliament of Religions last fall, and his fu- 
ture course will be a matter of interest here in 
Chicago.

WALL STREET MEN DISGUSTED WITH 


THE TARIFF TINKERERS. 


How Secretary Carlisle Conferred with New 
York Bankers Kegarding His Bond 
Scheme=—Cool Reception of the Blue 
Grass Financier and His Method of 
Bringing the “Gold Bugs” Around to 
His Position=His Little Threat of the 
Coinage of Seigniorage Has Its Effect. 

New York, Feo. 3.—[Special.]—Wall street 
has closed au eventful week. Not. many 
changes have been’ made in quotations, but 
much has come to pass which is sure to have 
an important bearing on the course of prices 
in the early future. Most attention was given 
to what was going on at’ Washington as to 
tariff tinkering and the antics of the Treasury 
Department over its new bonds scheme. So 
far as any immediate effect is ‘involvad it is 
improbable that we shall see any develop- 
ments of special consequence for some time 
to come, for though there is deep-seated dis- 
gust among business-men at the ways of what 
Tom Reed calls ‘* the lower civilization,”’ it is 
still felt that there will be a rescue by the 
more sensible heads of the Senate. Thus the 
pushing of the Wilson. bill through the House 
has not had any Wall street effect beyond 
the deepening among fair men of the feel- 
ing of nausea that belongs to the considera- 
tion of Congressional goings on; The free 
and easy style of denunciation leveled at 
Wall street by Congréss orators has not been 
without its humorous features. One states- 
man, who was especially abusive of the bank- 
ers and brokers of this wicked center, had the 
right, for instance, to speak as by authority 
as to the character of the men he abused, for 
he hasin the hands of Wall street acquaint- 
ances some nicely executed promissory notes 
half a dozen years overdue. Under circum- 
stances like these it perhaps is excusable for 
Wall street to indulge in some trifles of 
cynicism. 

But the chief matters of interest and im- 
portance before the financial community this 
week have been the actions of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in his scheme to get out 
his new bond issue. It had been offi- 
cially proclaimed from Washington that 
right from the start the subscriptions 
had come in with such 
volume that it could be anticipated confident- 
ly that the Whole issue would be taken four 
or five times over. For a time, too, this idea 
hud acceptance in Wall street, and there were 
expectations that there would be a necessity 

to cut down allotments by wholesale. Nobody 
seemed tu be surer of this than Secretary Car- 
lisle himself, and his remarks to visiting 
bankers showed that he felt wholly independ- 
ent of the financial world. The subscription 
was to come from the people; it was destined 
to bea “ popular loan.’”” There was, there- 
fore,a@ good deal of surprise, not to say 
amazement, when all of a sudden the head of 
the Treasury Department had to appear here 
and ask for consideration. 
Carlisle Meets the Bankers. 

Then was enacted one of the most remark- 
able bits of procedure that have ever been- 

known ‘in financial history. A conference 
was arranged by Mr. Carlisle and the head of 
the most important banking institutions of 
the city. The bankers went into the meeting 
with their minds fully made up to be polite 
but resolute in opposition to the whole gov- 
ernment scheme. They were bearing fully in 
mind how this same, representative of the 
administration had heaped indignities upon, 
them and their suggestions every time they 
had approached him, taki particular pains 
and pleasure in holding them andall Wail 
street up to the reprobation of the country as 
wicked people with whom he and tthe rest of 
‘the administration were. altogether too good 
even to consider. 

Now Wall street is not yet so far removed 
from humanity that it and its biggest men are 
free from the ordinary vanities; and the snub 
received is here as well as elsewhere pretty | 
sure to be the forerunner of the snub returned, 
But the Wall street opposition to this particu- 
lar Treasury scheme had something else— 
something in addition—back. of;it. There 
were provisions in the proposal as the Secre- 
tary finally had molded it which were far 
from appealing to the good business sense of 
the financiers of the street... They had reason 
to suspect that the proposed lean was to be 
but the prelude to another and possibly a big- 
ger one. This was enough to provide all the 
excuses that they who were: intent on excuses 
could desire. Two or three other objections 
were brought forward, but the apprehension 
of further issues was all that really was re- 
quired. 

The conference was animated. ‘The most 
entertaining features of it have-not yet been 
told. Mr. Carlisle, as an expert poker player, 
stood pat on his proposition. He was calm, 


he was content; he would just as leave have 


Wall street take not a single bond. He was 
content to have ‘‘the people”? get them ail. 
When finally all was said and done the head 
of ‘the Treasury Department started for home 
with a good-by from the bankers which had 
precious little honey in it, little courtesy, and 
with no subscriptions, not one. 


Makes a Sly Threat. 


But still the training of the West stood the 
blue-grass statesman instead. He was not 
going away in bad humor. QO, no; he would 
be gracious for a minute or two. So he 
smiled and he chatted. . Incidentally—and 
quite without thought of malice—he was. 
heard to refnark that he feared it was a mis- 
take for the bankers of New York cooly 
to turn down this bond . issue, 
for suppose—just suppose, you know— 
that this action should be construed in Wash- 
ington as an indication of the utter wicked- 
ness of Wall street and thus force to the front 
again the unpleasant scheme of making over- 
tures to the free silver crowd—suppose it was 
found really necessary to go right away into 
coining the seigniorage. He feared the effect 
might be bad, extremely depressing to our 
national credit abroad, and damaging to our 
interests at home. Still he thought the rest 
of the country could stand it if Wall street 
could, and of course Wall street could or else 
Wall street would not force it.. His hearers 
listened a good deal more than passively inter- 
ested. They were almost stupefied. They had 
supposed they had disposed of the Kentuckian 
completely, but this did not sound that way. 
What did he mean? What really was the of- 
ficial program? Would the administration 
presume to do aught else than niodify its orig- 
inal bond scheme—modify it so as to meet the 
banking requirements? The moré they pon- 
dered the more they were in doubt about what 
the administration might do. It had a habit 
of doing things not at all to the taste of bus- 
iness interests. 


Moneyed Men Change Their Minds. 


‘But Secretary Carlisle was still impassive. 
He had not a suggestion further. e was 
wondering merely why it was that the bad 
people of Wall street were always insisting on 
being so harsh on the good pé€ople of the rest 
of the ‘land. So he said good-by and 
went his way. Then there was 
a hurry and skurry among the 
biggest bankers of this town. They were.see- 
ing lots of unhappy visions. They were not 
hesitating to say that if the loan failure was- 
to be followed by the coming of silver ad 
libitum the quick result must be a frightful 
and far-reaching panic. And that night there 
was a rushing of carriages carrying anxious 
millionaires all over town. Bankers who had 
gone away from the conference insisting that 
under no cireumstances would they subscribe 
were being dragooned, and before business 
began next morning a host of them had been 
brought to surrender, had taken back all of 
their wisdom of the day before, and were 
subscribing like good little boys to Carlisle’s 
bonds by wholesale. ae 

A good deal of ado has been made over 
this sudden subscription of close to $50,000,- 
000. Itis proclaimed as patriotism of the 
loftiest type and all that, and perhaps that is 
as good a denomination of it as anything else. 
But when one listens to some of ‘same 
bankers talk of their new invenenen oo 
the way in which they happen to have | 
up, the idea somehow intrudes that patriotism.

REVISING REPEATED STREET NAMES. 


Special Committee Meets and Begins Work 
on the List. 

The special comuinittee of the Council ap- 
pointed’ to change the names of streets where 
twoor more bear the same name met yester- 
day afternoon in Postmaster Hesing’s office. 
The committee met there at the invitation of 
the Postmaster, who has had prepared a com- 
plete list of all repetitions. ‘The committee- 
men present were Ald. Tripp, Chairman; Ald. 
Hepburn, and Ald. Conway. The Postmaster 


ing resolution: 

Resolved; That itis the sense of this commit- 
tee that we do not attempt tochange the names 
of any streets in the City of Chicago, excepting 
those streets that are duplicated one or more 
times in name, and that in removing such dupli- 
cated streets preference to the name now exist- 
ing shall be given first to that part of the city 
known as the “old city,’ and that we endeavor 
to ascertain the wishes of the people in the dis- 
tricts, when- new names must be. assigned, as to 
the name they desire. 

Ald. Hepburn said it was not the desire of 
the committee to bring about a revolution in 
the naming of the streets, or to_ change the 
names of wnportant thoroughfares. The op- 
ject to be attained was to do away with the 
useless repetition of names which causes so 
much confusion. Ald. Hepburn said the 
naines of old streets in the populous districts 
of the city should be retained and new names 
given tothe less important ones which had 
been given the saine ‘names. The resolution 
was adopted and before the new names are 
decided upon by the Council the people inter. 
ested will be given an opportunity to make 
au ‘gestions. 

‘he list of repeated streets furnished by the 
Postmaster filled twenty-two typewritten 
pages and contained 800 names. First on 
the list was Aberdeen street in the West. Di- 
vision and three duplicates, one’ in. Lake 
View, another in Hyde Park, and another in 
Caluinet, The old Aberdeen street of the 
West Side will be retained and the names of 
the others changed. There were three Adams 
streets, one running across the city through 
the South and West Divisions, another in Jef- 
‘ferson, and onein Hyde Park. Oid Adams 
street will be retained and the names of the 
others changed. The name Ashland appéars 
in the list of streets five times. There are 
Ashland avenue, Ashiand street, and Ashland 
boulevard applying to the same ‘thoroughfare, 
Ashland avenue in Jefferson, and Ashland 
céurt on the West Side. The committee will 
retain the name Ashland boulevard as apply- 
ing to the one great'street of that name and 
abolish the others. The same rule will be ap- 
plied all through the list whenever it is ap- 
piicable.

Keeps the Spectators ina Roar of Laughter 
While Denying Complicity in 


How He Took Money from Both Sides 
While a Detective~Capt. Schuettler At- 
tacked=<Another White Horse Srory 
Panctured—Thinogs to Come. 

Another possible obstacle im the way of the 
State’s case against Daniel Coughlin was re- 
moved yesterday and another white horse 
story drepped out.of sight. When Inspector 
Michael Schaack first. went upon the stand 
Mr. Wing asked bids almost carelessly: 

* Did you ever heur of any other white 
horses being out that night—May 4. 1889?” 

The Inspector pondered some moments. 
© Yes,”’ he said, ** I did.’ 

Mr. Wing'dropped the subject as though it 
was of little consequence and continued the 
cross-examination. 

But after the Inspector left the stand there 
was a decided! flutter in the State’s camp. 
It wanted to know the meaning of 
Mr. Wing’s question and the possible bearing 
of the ‘answer. So Inspector Schaack 

was interrogated. His explanation was this: 
When the general order ¢oncerning the white 
horse was sent out in 1889 diligent search 
was made among the livery barns. The In- 
spector remembered. that two reports con- 
cerning white horses reached him at almost 
the same time. One was from Patrick Dinan 
and the other—was just the other, because no 
further attention was paid to it. Dinan’s 
barn, being near the East Chicago Avenue 
Station, was the first visited, and the identifi- 
cation of Dinan’s horse by Mrs. T. T. Conk- 
lin drove the other report out of everybody’s 
mind, 

Coupling this with the published state- 
ment that.the defense bad the real driver of 
the white horse, the outlook frightened the 
State. The State thought the defense had 
located the other white horse reported to 
Schaack in 1889 and would introduce 
it as evidence. There followed 
a wild hunt through police records for the 
original report, but it could not be found. 
Then the State was confronted with the ne- 
cessity of finding the man whosee white horse 
was out on the night of May 4, 1889, and 
who afterwards reported the fact to the police. 

It took the State nearly a month, but yes- 
terday it did it. The man who owned the 
horse is A. B. Anderson, who then had a barn 
at ‘School street and Ashland avenue. The 
man -.who drove the; horse that night was 
Frank -Giesel. He hired ‘the rig at 5:30 
o'clock the night of May 4, 1889, and 
brought it back at'7 o’clock. As Dr. Cronin 
did not leave ‘home until 7:30 o'clock the 
a detectives sat back with a ‘cheerful 
sin 

= to the other white horse, his hide and his 
hoofs are glue thia long. while t. He was 
sold to a rendering tank, and is warranted 
dead by his former owner. 

What the Defense Will Do. 

There is no chance of the defense finishing 
its case this week. The Bucke alibi has not 
been touched yet, no attempt has been made 
to im peach Bardeen’s testimony, and nothing 
has been said about Mrs. Foy. All this will 
eerftainly take ten days. Among the possible 
witnesses for this week are Andy Foy and 
Dan Coughlin. If dither appears bis cross- 
examination is likely to be unusually interest- 


ing. 

Tian P. Kunze, formerly on trial for the 
murder of Dr. ; Cronin.  testi- 
fied in behalf of his old codefendant, Daniel 
Coughlin. He took the stand with the air of 


a schoolboy out for a holiday lark.and left it. 


with laughter. During a good portion of the 
time he was on the stand Judge Tuthill’s 
court-room wasina roar over his comical 
but fearless remarks, | 


Kunze swore that his relations with the de- , 
te¢tive prior to May 4 eoncerned only the- 


distillery explosion ease, and that’ upon this 
date he had nothing to do with Coughlin, or 
O'Sullivan. the only two of the alleged con- 
spirators with whom he was acquainted. An 
importent feature of his-testimony was the ac- 
cusation of Capt. Schuettler, which every one 
has been daily expecting from the defense. 
Kunze declared that Capt. Schuettler tried to 
force him to swear’ falsely, and when he re- 
fused thréw, him down and maltreated him 


with hand and word. 


Kunze on the Stind, 

Kunze was examined by Mr. Wing. ° An in- 
quiry into the early life of the witness was 
eut short by an objection from the prosecu- 
tion, and Mr. Wing, after learning that Kunze 
was born in Luxemburg, Germany, 
now 32 years old, proceeded ut once 
to his relations with Coughlin. Ih 
response to the attorney's question 
Kunze said he met the detective in the fall of 
1888. He had been retained by Lynch 
Brothers of the Shufeldt distiHery to iden- 
tify the man who threw the bomb causing the 

xplosion. One day in December Capt. 
Schaack sent for him, and on arriving at the 
East Chicago “Avenue Station he was intro- 
duced to Coughlin. He -was told to go with 
the detective and obey his orders. Kunze 
said he was with Coughlin a few days after 
that. : 

The next time he met Coughlin was in the 
apring of 1889, after the elections. Kunze 
was living with Peter Koch at No. 529 Racine 
avenue, in Lake View. The witness told of 
the meeting as follows: 

**Coughiin came up to my house and said 
he wanted some papers I had—two telegrams 
and a letter. We went out toa saloon and he 
got me drunk and took them away from me.”’ 

The declaration that Coughlin) had made 
Kunze drunk that night seemed pleasing to 
Attorney Buttum and unsatistactory to Mr. 
Wing. Kunze said this meeting with Cough- 
lin was about two days after the elections. 
He did not see the detective again until the 
latter was in the. County Jail. Kunze ad- 
mitted having known Patrick O’Sullivan. 
He said the iceman had hired him to peddie 
tickets at the Lake View Mayoralty election. 
O’Sullivan’s candidate was defeated, but the 
iceman paid him $2, the agreed amount. The 
day following the election Kunze had been at 
O’Sullivan’s barn to make some arrangement 
about buying a horse... That was the last 
tirne the German saw him until the trial. 

Chased by Detectives, 

Regarding the circumstances under which 
Kunze left the house of Peter Koch there was 
‘considerable doubt. Koch testified that he 
chased Kunze out of the house because he 
would not have such a rascal about him. The 
wayward German said Koch informed hirm

We played cards or ~pool 
every night and. that night was just the same 
as all the others.” 

This was the extent of the brief cross-exam- 
ination and general surprise was expressed 
that the witness was not put through a more 
severe ordeal. 

John Siemmerling was the next witness 
called. He did not understand English and 
he spoke so imperfectly that Juror Holsman, 
who acte@as interpreter. had great difficulty 
in translating his statements. The witness 
said he lived in Lake View and was a 
plasterer. He had frequently employed the 
husband of Mrs. Pauline Hoertel. It ap- 
peared that he had no respect for the woman 
aud would not believe her under oath. He 
exhibited no personal spite, however, and 
had formed his opinion from public gossip. 

Court gdjourned until Monday morning.

Three years ago Mr. Norris went 
to Japan to study the needs and resources of 
the country. He found that the little nation 
was exceedingiy enterprising.

This 
places the balance of trade $20,000,000 
against the United States. It is Mr. Norris’ 
purpose to reverse this balance of trade 
in favor\of the United States.. He found 
that the Japanese were buying many 
goods from ‘the Germans, English, and other 
nations. Many of these goods are manufact- 
ured in this country, and as the United States 
is nearer to Japan than any other trading na- 
tion he resolved to consult with the manu- 
facturers of this country and induce them to 
bid for -the Japanese trade. In the fall of 
1893 a number of business-rnen met in the 
Grand Pacific Hotel and agreed to appoint 
Mr. Norris their agent. When ne left last 
week he took with him samples and photo- 
graphs weighing nearly a ton. Mr. Norris 
has not decided on the length of his stay, 
which will all depend on his succeas.

Be.viperg, Ill., Feb, 1.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—For the first time in the history 
of the country, as far as the archives of _his- 
tory bear any record, hitching-posts (or rather 
the lack of them) are figuring as the cause of 
a boycott, and Belvidere, the thriving county 
seat of Boone County, a prosperous little city 
of 7,000 population, situated in the center of 
a lurge farming cominunity' and derivmg its 
support mainly from the agricultural classes, 
is all torn up as a result, 

It has been a notable fact that there is and 
has been for the last year a lack of hitching- 
posts on the main business street of the place. 
Not until-the present Mayor, George H. Hurl- 
but, a son of the late Gen. Stephen A. Hur!l- 
but, by the way, went into office last spring 
‘was this condition of things brought about. 

He isa man of progressive ideas, and. when- 
ever a hitching post ora series of these un- 
sightly wooden curbstone appendages becaine 
worn out or had passed the haleyon of their 
youth and sunk into dangerous decay he would 
order them torn down. This action besides 
giving the business street a more metropolitan 
appearance also rid it of that most pestiferous 
of human beings, the hitching-post loafer, 
along with his rude stare and succulent home- 
grown ** plug.” 

But the Farmers Objected. 

This pleased the townspeople and also the 
business-men, but as the hitching-posts con- 
tinued to disappear the matter assumed a dif- 
ferent phase and the farmer stepped in like an 
avenging angel and demanded to know of the 
Mayor, the Aldermen, the’ merchants, and 
every one else why this wasso; why he and 
his trusty nags were being driven off the main 
streets into the side streets and alleys, which 
he insisted were altogether inadequate for his 
needs. And often, he claimed, not bemg able 
to find a suitable hitching place he had to re- 
sort tothe livery stable to‘. put up” his 
team and invariably the conscienceless livery- 
man would extort **two bits’’ for this service. 

This state of affairs was more evident Satur- 
days, when the town would be full of country 
people, come to exchange ‘their hens, fruit, 
and other farm produce for unbleached sheet- 
ing, red calico, salt pork, and other neces- 
sities of life. Then the farmer would wander 
up and down the street and into the highways 
and byways, vainly searching for a piace to 
secure Dobbin and old Bill, but, alas, he and 
his neighbor over on the “ eighty ’”’ and the 
omnipresent owner of “the slickest gosh 
darn farmin LIllinoy’’ would invariably find 
the choicest places usurped and they wouid 
either have to hire a small boy to hold their 
teams or do their trading on the fly and 
meander back home, which didn’t give the 
horny-handed son of toil haif a chance to talk 
crops and ‘* have one on the side”’ or his wife 
an opportunity to see those new prints at 
‘*ITkey ’ Bishop’s dry goods ernporium. This 
was where the rub came and the rural popula- 
tion proceeded to say harsh, unkind things.

S. Cahoon is a sturdy old farmer living 
south of the city, and one day last week he 
sent out invitations to some fifty of his rural 
neighbors. to congregate at his) home on an 
appointed evening. They congregated to a 
man, ready for the fray and possessing but 
one opinion on the subject, and that was that 
if Belvidere didn’t rustle up a choice lot of 
fin de siécle hitching-posts they would bust the 
town wide open and make the merchants 
think that there was another Democratic land- 
slide... The more they talked of their 
‘*grievance’’ the warmer they grew under 
their respective paper collars, and Farmer 
Cahoon, waxing eloquent, wet his Faber and 
drew up a petition, a verbatim copy of which 
is appended :

We, the undersigned patrons and citizens of 
your beautiful city, finding that proper hitching- 
posts on the wide beautiful streets of your city 
are very inadequate and inconvenient to your 
patrons, citizens, and friends, come with our 
prayer asking that you in your’ Council consider 
our grievance, and if it be the.will of your hon- 
orable body give us hitching-posts according to 
our needs. For all of this we come praying. 

This petition has already received the sig- 
natures of nearly 500 persons, farmers and 
others in this vicinity, which is a strong argu- 
ment for the “‘ prayer.” 

They'll: Boycott the Town, 


This will be presented to the Council at 
the regular meeting next Tuesday. evening. 
Accompanying it is the threat that if it is not 
favorably acted upon they (the-farmers) will 
boycott the town and do their trading some- 
where else than in a_ hitching-postless town.

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In his sit nithie “a Jan. 28, read to the 
clergy and laity assembled in St. Peter's, Pope 
Leo told the audience that ‘‘ the ruin of re- 
ligion, designedly accomplished, has opened 
the way for moral and material ruin.’ This 
was with reference to the deplorable condi- 
tions of affairs in Italy, and especially, of 
Rome, and the Pope told the twelve thousand 
persons present that those responsible thére- 
for ‘** should retrace their steps and restore re- 
ligion to the honor wherein it was held by our 
ancestors.” Surely the ,language used 
by the Pope has béen misinterpreted. 
It would - be difficult for’ him to show, 
ar make all good Catholics believe, that re- 
ligion in Rome or elsewhere has been ruined 
by the taking away of his temporal power. In 
the absence of statistics to the contrary it may 
be assumed that there is not in the world one 
devout Catholic less than there would be if 
the Pope dominated the secular affairs of 
Italy today. And would the mere restoration 
of him to that power pay the immense debt 
under which the Italian people are groaning 
as a consequence of trying to keep step with 
other nations in epee for a gigantic war?

Is THIS FAIR PLAY, “MAYOR “HOPKINS? 

The Democratic city platform promised 
that if that purty succeeded the police force 
should be made non-partisan—removals, pro- 
motions, and appointments should be for 
cause and not for politics, the object being to 
make the force more efficient to preserve the 
peace and not to carry elections. ‘These ex- 
cellent sentiments, which every good citizen 
approved, were indorsed by Mr. Hopkins, not 
once but many times. 

He has been in office now about a month 
and a half; What has happened during that 
period to indicate that the police force is 
really to be made non-partisan? A number 
of patrolmen have been removed in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of what is 
known as the Trial Board, a body 
which examines complaints against offi- 
cers, gives them hearing, and then 
recommends. in accordance with the evi- 
dence, It does not appear, nor is it claimed, 
that any of the patrolmen were discharged 
for political reasons, though some of them 
were Republicans. They were drunk or dis 
obedient or stupidly ignorant. This? Trial 
Board, which has. made no pledges, which has 
favored the public with no dissertations on 
police reform, has acted in a strictly non- 
partisan manner. | 

Not so, however, the Mayor, who is the real 
head of the police force. He seems to have 
entered on the task of making the department 
non-partisan on the theory that the first thing 
to be done is to winnow out the Republican 
officers. He does not say that they are to be 
dismissed or reduced because they are Repub- 
licans— which would be the truth— but because 
they were guilty of ‘‘ pernicious political activ- 
ity ” at the election which made hin Mayor. 

rhere was, no doubt, a great déal of polit- 
ical activity, and some of it not of a very 


the police force just prior to the 19th of , De- 
cember. The police foree has “been so sat- 
urated with politics during the last ten years 
that it isnot astonishing such should be the 
case. But where is the man who will venture 
to say that all this: activity was on 
ore side—that Republican officers went 
‘forth like ravening wolves, bulldozing the 
voters into marking their ballots for swift, 
while the Democratic officers, though having 
an equal interest in the result and though 
having shown in the past much proficiency in 
running elections, behaved on this occasion as 
if they were sheep and took no further part in 
the contest than to cast their own ballots? 
No one believes that. If the pot was black’ so 
was the kettle. 

It was as much “ pernicious political act*v- 
ity’? to work for Hopkins as for Swit. 
Therefore, if a Republican Captain is to be 
reduced on the ground that he tried to get 
tough saloonkeepers to vote for his candidate. 
some one of those Democratic Captains who 
tried to get the votes of disreputables for their 
candidate should be reduced at the same time. 
The Republican and the Democrat should be 
bracketed together. Then Chicagoans would 
believe the Mayor was really trying to work a 
reform and was showing no partisanship in 
his selection of victims. 

Mayor Hopkins’ first act was to dismiss In- 
+ spector Ross,an excellent officer and a Re- 
publican, No Democrat has been removed, 
though there were Democratic offenders, 
and it is hard to see how the force can be 
made non-partisan by discharging only Re- 
publican partisans. This removal has been 
foliowed up by the reduction in rank of Capt. 
Mahoney, a good officer and a Republican. 
No Democratic officer has been punished 
thus, nor will one be. For that which is ‘‘ per-. 
nicious political activity”? when committed

REDUCING “MUNICIPAL SALARIES. 

It is announced that the Finance committee 
of the Council, which has been considering 
the municipal estimates during the last week, 
has made a horizontal reduction in the sala- 
ries of the city employés. The financial con- 
dition of the city renders a reduction neces- 
sary, but whether such reduction, should be of 
the horizontal description is another matter. 

It is said the proposal for reducing the 
salaries of the firemen is of a tentative char- 
acter andis likely to be abandoned, ‘Many 
strong arguments suggest themselves in favor 
of. the withdrawal. The firemen are hard- 
worked, they are efficient, their occupation is 
perilous, and yet they are not paid as well as 
policemen. Noone can account for this in- 
equality. Itis suggested that as the. police- 
men are more active politicians than the fire- 
men they have had more influence with the 
Aldermen and have secured frequent increases 
during the last five years asa consequence. 
If this be the case, and it is certainly true as 
to the frequent increases in the policemen’s 
salaries, a reduction in the latter now would 
only tend to establish some sort of logical 
equality between the policemer and the fire- 
men. The firemen’s salaries ought not to be 
reduced if it be possible to avoid it. 

As to other departinents the reductions 
should be made at the top. The politicians 
who have figured as Commissioners, Super- 
intendents, Assistant Superintendents, and 
the like have combined annually to organize 
a lobby in the Council to secure an increase 
of the big salaries. The subordinates have 
to remain in the background. In this way 
salaries of $1,500 have been increased to 
$2,500, those of $2,000 to $3,000, and those 
of $3,000 to $4,000. . The levelimg-down 
process ought to be applied to these now, and 
it ‘will be if the Aldermen act on principle. 
In many of the departments also new offices 
hate been created to give fat salaries to 
special pets. The police’ inspectorships may 
be cited as instances. There is absolutely no 
use for those police inspectorships. They are 
mere siner-ures and the occupants are not even 
ornamental. They would be just as useful as 
Captains. 

Another department where topheaviness has 
become objectionable is the Board of Educa- 
tion. In that branch of the municipal service 
the salaries of Superintendents, Assistant Su- 
perintendents, principals, special teachers, 
and supernumeraries have been increased 25 
per cent on the average during the last ten 
years. During all that time there has been no 
general increase in the salaries of the hard- 
working, industrious, and capable class teach- 
ers. No part of the annual increase in the 
school appropriation goesto them. This is a 
state of affairs which needs remedy and re- 
vision. . 

The horizontal plan of reduction cannot be 
applied in any department with justice. There 
should be a reduction in the big salaries. Use- 
less officials ought to be dispensed with. Some 
of those departments favoréd unduly in re, 
cent years can stand a general cut. The 
financial circumstances of the city, the gen- 
eral industrial condition, and an economical 
fiscal policy demand such reduction. The 
‘Democratic officeholders who have been vot- 
ing for and advocating a policy of general 
cheapness can offer no logical objection to 
sucha course.

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DEATH oF GEORGE W. CHILDS, 

It has been apparent from the day that Mr. 
George W. Childs, the well-known publisher 
and philanthropist. was-stricken down at his 
desk that his careér was at anend and that his 
death was only a matter of a short time, but 
this knowledge will not avail to lessen the 
general sorrow that: will be felt at his removal 
from the ranks of the world’s busy workers. 
Asa publisher, book seiler, and newspaper 
proprietor he achieved great success and 
amassed a large property by legitimate and 
strictly honorable business methods. He 
stood in .the tront ranks of the prominent bus- 
iness-men of the country and there was not a 
detail of his system that will not bear the 
severest scrutiny. 

Successful, public spirited, and enterprising 
as he was, it is not as a business-man he will 
be the longest remembered. Much was given 
tohim, but he gave much. His life was a 
benefaction to huinanity. Many of his public 
acts of benevolence are known, but the full 
extent of his private beneficence probably 
never will be known. His generosity was un- 
bounded and unquestionably grew out of a 
naturally kindly nature. He undoubtedly en, 
joyed giving quite as much as those who were 


his beneficiaries enjoyed the receipt of his , 


gifts. If he had any vanities in this 
direction, as some have charged, no one 
will enter them up to his discredit in view of 
the good he has done and of the encourage- 
ment and assistance he has been to young 
men starting out in business. In his own 
establishment he considered his employés as 
members of his family, looked after their in- 
terests while they served him, and when in- 
capacitated for work retired them on full pay. 
He was specially fond of commemorating the 
services of men who have been successful in 
their various departments of labor and his 


+ monuments of this kind are scattered all over 


this country and some of them are to be found 
abroad, but his best monument is the philan- 
thropical work he has done for the living—to 
young men starting out in business, to news- 
paper.men, and to the printers’ craft, to char- 
itable societies, and to. individual strangers 
who did not appeal to him iri vain, To all 
such his money was given ungrudgingly. In 
a word, he was a unique figure in the busi- 
ness world, for tu a clear head for commer- 
cial and financial enterprises he joined a 
warm heart and open hand, a kindly nature, 
and far-reaching philanthropy. The good 
that he has done will not be “ interred with 
his bones.’ It will long live after him. He 
achieved great wealth and he used it well and 
wisely for the good of his kind. Greater 
praise no than can have.

ECONOMY IN LIVING. 

This present season of great financial de- 
pression has called and will call for a recon- 
struction of the livingin many households. 
Economy is the watchword of the hour, yet, 
facing it, all feel it to be the ugliest of the 
virtues. Which of our cherished indulgencies 
shall we resign in response to its inexorable 
demands? 

The answer which each one makes 
to this pressing question is, to some 
extent, the measure of the person answer- 
ing. In this unpleasant business of re- 
trenchment we express ourselves by the 
things which we elect to forego. If we decide 
to give up the lecture, the concert, the pew in 
the church, we show that we value these less 
than material comforts; if,on the other hand, 
we hold on to these but content ourselves 
with plainer dress and plainer living, this is 
no less a declaration that the things of the 
intellect and the spirit claim our highest al- 
legiance. . 

Loeking at life and society at. large, what 
things are easiest to spare from our present 
ideals and custums? What changes, if any, 
can be made in social observances without de- 
priving them of their stimulus and charm? 


Certainly no one wouid wish to begin his 


economizing by. cutting himself off from so- 
ciety, yet this is what many. will have to do 
unless society can be made less expensive, 
and hospitality less luxurious. Stately recep- 
tions and formal dinners hold a rightful place 
in ceremonial elegance, but, fortunately, 
there are other and really better ways 
for hospitality to manifest itself. These 
elaborate occasions may be dispensed with 
without any loss to genuine social life, In- 
deed, many a house whose formal entertain- 
ments are famous for magnificence and lux- 


ury is yet utterly barren of all the higher uses | 


of social intercourse. A return to the * plain 
living and high thinking ’’ of an earlier gen- 
eration would be a gain on all accounts, 
especially to the children of our households. 
It is doubtful if any child was ever taught to 
think by the spectacle of ceremonial enter- 
tainments, But the atmosphere of ideas 
that is generated by the allusion, comment, 
and wit of bright and cultivated people is 
the most important of educative influences. 
In reading the autobiographies. of such per- 
sons as -Margaret Fuller, James Freeman 
Clarke, and Dr. Channing, we discover how 
much of their inspiration was gathered from 
each other. The simple and unpretentious 
character of their meetings provided the hap- 
piest atmosphere for mutual helpfulness, and 
one which society would do well to imitate. 
Another department of living where we 
shall be not worse but better off through 
economy is the kitchen. , America wastes 
enough yearly to feed the thousands now out 
ofemployment. Mr. Edward Atkinson “has 
called attention to the fact that the saving of 
five cents per day in the cost of the subsistence

THE REFORM OF SOCIAL USAGES, 
Tue Tripung not long since printed an 
editorial article advocating the reform of so- 
cial usages with special reference to the 
tedium, monotony, and unprofitableness of 
social functions as they are now administered. 


After setting forth the tiresome and colorless * 


character of these functions it urged the res- 
toration of features such as-used to charac- 
terize the French salon, the rensissance of 
conversation and the bringing together not 
of a multitude of miscellaneous nobodies on 
the one level of dress and money but of peo- 
ple with some affinity for each other and of 
old and young, married and single, the choice 
being regulated by adaptability alone. The 
article in question has attracted much atten- 
tion in other cities and lately in San Fran- 
cisco: Mrs. Charles Webb Howard, a social 
leader, has created considerable sensation by 
her comments upon the dullness and unprof- 
itableness of society in that city. What is 
true of San Francisco is equally true of Chi- 
cago and other American cities. 

The poiit made by Mrs. Howard in her 
criticism was that .in these social functions 
there should be a greater infusion of matur- 
ity. She would have a larger representation 
of the adult element, and particularly believes 
that matrons should decline any longer 
merely to play the part of tolerated and de- 
tested chaperones. They should be promi- 
nent factors in every entertainment. Mrs. 
Howard is right. There is no sillier, more 
stupid, helpless, and superfluous creature than 
the chaperone. She knows it herself, and 
those whom she is supposed to chaperone 
rarely fail to have a contempt for her. There 
are certainly better uses to which adult wom- 
en may be put in social functions. In society 
as at present conducted the society woman 
who is not a chaperone and the society man 
should be something more than a danc- 
ing woman and man or a small-talk 
Woman and man, and they should have 
some higher idea than the utterance of mere 
trivialities and some higher purpose than 
getting to the supper table and getting away 
from it in safety. It is right that youth 
should occupy a prominent place in these 
functions, but why should it have the monopo- 
ly of them? And why should it be deprived 
of the most favorahle place in the world. for 
acquiring culture and education—namely: the 
social gathering? The San Francisco Chroni- 
cle, defending the suggestions of Mrs. How- 
ard, aptly says: 

The trouble with our society is that it is looked 
upon solely as a device for amusement. Tnat is 
why it is left so exclusively to the ,young. Even 
among these there are many withdielly culti- 
vated minds, but they keep their cultivation and 
their social recreations apart... When they want 
new ideas they get them through their books or 
their literary circles—-it does not occur to them 
to look for them at social entertainments. And 


yet it is precisely there that mind could touch 
mind to the best advantage. Five minutes’ talk 


with each of half a dozen bright men would do 


more to broaden the horizon of a young woman 
than an evening of industrious reading. . . 
It would brighten the wits, give suppleness to 
the mind, and bestow that fine graciousness 
without which the profoundest scholar is only a 
learned bear. But before our society can be said 
to be properly organized it will have to undergo 
some revolutionary changes. Its present standa- 
ards of exclusiveness and inclusiveness will have 
to be radically altered. Some of its most hon- 
ored leaders will then find no placein itexcept, 
perhaps, as waiters. 

The comment of the Chronicle is in line 
with that made by THe Trisung more than 
once. Theré should be a greater admixture 
in social gatherings, but the mixing should be 
done with tact and judgment and with some 
reference to the eternal fitnesses. Society 
should be emancipated from juvenile control, 
and this can be done without infringing upon 
juvenile pleasures.:: Mrs. Howard is right in 
pleading for a larger. infusion of maturity. 
She should have gone a step further and ad- 
vocated some common ineeting ground in ‘so- 
cial assemblies. Let the dance goon. That 
is the privilege of youth, but let youth also 
have the opportunity to mingle with maturity 
and find something besides gossip, small talk, 
persiflage, and feeding. Any woman of dis- 
crimination can select her guests—young, 
middle-aged, and old—so that the evening 
shall be filled with social entertainment of a 
bright, graceful, and profitable charucter. It 
is the only way in which the lost art of con- 
versation can be restored and that the ele- 
gance and graces which characterized the 
French salon can be substituted for the pres- 
ent meaningless and colorless crushes, which 
are conspicuous principally for vapidity in the 
drawing-room and voracity in the dining- 
room. Is not the experiment worth trying? 
Should not society duties mean something 
more than merely paying off obligations by 
herding and feeding one’ 8. acquaintances? 


HOMEOPATHIC SILVER TREATMENT. 

A bimetallic combination in Germany is 
reported to have submitted to the govern- 
ment of that country a picayunish scheme for 
the rehabilitation of silver. It has proposed 
that the influence of the government shall be 
exerted for the making of an international 
agreement between the United States,. Great 
Britain, Germany, and France that this coun--. 
try shall purchase ten million dollars’ worth of 
silver each year, and the other three combined 
about five millions, making an annual pur- 
chase of fifteen million dollars’ worth, two- 
thirds of which is to be taken by the United 
States. The news is accompanied by the hint 
that Von Caprivi may find it convenient to 


wrecognize the request, notwithstanding his 


well known hostile attitude in regard to the 
white metal. 

The proposal is absurd in addition to being 
unfair. If the purchase of b4 million ounces 
per annum by our government was insufficient 
to prevent silver from falling to the lowest 
price ever recérded there is not the ghost of a 
reason to think the measure proposed by these 
German bimetallists would be of any more 
avail than was the effort of the old lady to 
sweep back the waves of the Atlantic with her 
broom. Nor could it be entertained for a 
moment by our government, which would be 
required by it to assume two-thirds of the bur- 
den, whether greator small. It may be taken 
for granted that the United States would. not. 
accept a materially larger share than was as- 
sumed by the other nations, and it ought not to 
do so. 

The proposed purchase would be of little 
more use than a drop in the bucket, even if it 
were undertaken, which it will not be. An inter- 
national bimetallic conference, to be effective, 
must proceed along different lines. It must 
recognize the fact that the only way to pro- 
vide a sufficient market for silver to be used

Whether gr not an international agreement 
can be reached for unlimited coinage on this 
basis may be matter for discussion, but any- 
thing short of an agreement to treat silver on 


its merits would not be likely to prove much , 


stronger than a rope of sand. So the German 
bimetallists had better try again or drop the 
subject and leave it to be handled by men 


who are able to take a broader view of the |

West Division,” would obviate confusion 
though there were several Root and Flournoy 
streets in different portions of the’ city, and 
though the Flournoy number is a long dis-

to be adopted by every resident where there is 
the least danger of confusion, as it would ob- 
viate much of the difficulty now experienced, 
though, of course, it would not cover the few 
cases in which friends not otherwise in cor- 
respondence want to reach the party in a sud- 
den emergency.

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INTERESTING FAOTS AND FIGURES 
REGARDING SUICIDES 


Some Queer Methods of Self-Slaughter 
Made Use Of by Distinguished People= 
Popular Forms of Shuffling Off This 
Mortal Coil<Opinions of Ancient and 
Modern Philosophers Regarding Suicide 
-When It Is Justifiable=Tragedies of 
Fiction in Which It Played a Part. 


Against self-slaughter 
There is a prohibition so divine 
That cravens my weak hand. 
Whether ‘tis nobler in the mind to suffer 
The slings and arrows of outrageous fortune, 
Or to take up arms against a sea of troubles 
And by opposing end them? —Hamlet,

No attentive reader of the papers can have 
failed to remark the extraordinary number of 
suicides that have occurred during the last 
season, hot only in Chicago, but over the 
whole world. It matters not that the * ever- 
lasting has fixed his canon ’gainst self-slaugh- 
ter,”’ or how divine its prohibition, as num- 
berless thousands, sick with the fever called 
living, are constantly shuffling off the mortal 
coil. In connection with the vast number of 
self-murders is another remarkable fact—that 
in an exceptionally loyely season, when God 
and nature seem to have smiled upon man 
and the halcyon air has shed a benediction on 
all animate creation, self-slaughter should 
have so abounded. And this circumstance 
attests the notable fact that statistics have 
fully proven, that is, that a proportionally 
larger number kill themselves during the 
pleasant summer months than during the wet 
and drizzly days of autumn or the cold and 
biting airs of winter, when mother nature 
presents more of the aspect of a smoking. 
chimney, asloppy house, and a scolding wife. 

The French charge it upon the English that 
her citizens commit suicide to avoid the 
climate, while statistics show that the number 


most twice as many as in cold, dark, and 
foggy London. This would seem to suggest 
that external circumstances and environments 
have little to-do with the morbid condition 
that precedes suicide, but that it is precipitat- 
ed by circumstances and conditions of a pe- 
culiarly personal nature operating upon the 
mind and soul of the victim. | 

Another illusion, or rather misapprehen- 
sion, concerning suicide is probably one that 
Shakspeare makes Hamlet guilty of. When 
debating of the advisability of ** shuffling off 
this mortal coil’? he says as an argument 
against it: 

But that the dread of something after death— 

The undiscovered country, from whose bourne 

No traveler returns—puzzies the will, 

And makes us rather bear those ills we have 

Than fly to others we know not of. 

Judging from all the facts in the case it 
would seem that the fear of death plays but a 
small part in this, tragedy of human ltife, and 
that in this instance, at least, Lord , Bacon is 
nearer the truth when he says: ‘** There is no 
passion in the mind of man so weak but that 
it mates and masters the fear of death.”’ 


Died for Trivial Reasons, 


People have been known to commit suicide 
on the most trivial account, such as to escape 
the pain.of a toethache, and it is recorded that 
an Englishman in the last century killed him- 
self to avoid the trouble of buttoning and un- 
buttoning his clothes. ‘In the most high and 
palmy days of Rome,” “a little ere the 
mighty Julius fell,”’ tedium vite, weariness 
of life, was considered sufficient cause for 
suicide, Boundless intemperance and ener- 
vating luxury ‘no doubt had much to do with 
this, as it is said that 
The eock which is the trumpet of the morn, 

And doth with his lofty and shrill sounding throat 
Awake the god of day; 

was banished the city that he might not dis- 

turb the balmy slumbers of the patricians. 

In cases of suitide Coroner’s juries fre- 
quently return a verdict of ‘* Died by his own 
hand while ina temporary fit of insanity.” 
It is well to say insanity, as “anger isa brief 
madness,’ and some one has said, ** we are 
all mad, with only occasional lucid intervals.”’ 

One of the greatest causes of suicide all 
over the world is alcoholism or the excessive 
use of intoxicants. But a few daysagoa sa- 
loonkeeper who did business here in Chicago 
committed suicide in New York-and left but 
one written lhne—‘* Whisky did-:it.”’ How 
significant that! Indeed what has not whisky 
or alcohol done? It is, and has been, proba- 
bly the author or instigator of a majority of 
the suicides, murders, and all crimes in the 
calendar of human depravity for over 6,000 
years. And these, if they could be massed 
together, would make a pyramid of human 
‘** cussedness’’ that would 
O’'ertop old Pelion, or the skyish head of blue 

Olympus. 
Some Queer Suicides, 


Many remarkable cases of suicide are on 
record, a few of which are here given: 

A servant girl in New York persistently im- 
mersed her headinatub of water until suf- 
focated. A dogin Scotland killed himself in 
asiniilar manner by holding his head under 
the flood of a swift flowing river until his 
body was borne away on the stream. The 
eause in both of these cases was the same— 
Slander—whose edge is sharper than the sword’s, 
Whose tongue outvenoms all the worma,. of Nile. 

The dog was one of extraordinary intelli- 
gence, who preferred human associates to 
canine. He was a good friend to everybody, 
and everybody loved him, until one sad day 
some fool slanderously charged him with mad- 
ness and all shunned him: The dog’s pitiful 
howls were heard all through the night and 
‘the next morning he made his way to the 
river, where he accomplished the feat re- 
corded. . 

Em podocles, an ancient philosopher,suicided 
by jumping into the crater of Vesuvius, and 
an Englishwoman threw herself into a fiery 
turnace, being cremated alive. 

. A Frenchman thrust himself out of life by 
thrusting a key down his throat, while a man 
in Wisconsin the last winter accomplished the 
same feat with the bowl of a pipe. Another 
Frenchman broke the brittle thread of life by 
swallowing broken glass. It seems to be a 
mania with some to go out of life in as cruela 
manner as possible. 

One method which seems to exercise a pecul- 
iar fascination on the suicide is leaping from 
g@ great height, and since the erection of the 
Brooklyn bridge it has been a favorite means 
of‘exit from this world’s theater. One leap 
into the tumbling billows and ‘‘ life’s poor 
play is over.’”’ Says Shakspeare, but not of 
the Brooklyn bridge:> 

The very place puts toys of desperation 
Without more motive, into every brain 
That looks so many fathoms to the sea, 
And hears it roar beneath. 

A very remarkable and novel suicide oc- 
‘curred in Chicago last winter. A woman 
who, it is charitable to suppose, was de- 
‘ranged, walked out upon the ice in the harbor 
and denuding herself of her apparel deliber- 
ately lay down upon theice and was frozen 
to death. 

Igenious suicides to counterfeit accident are, 
sometimes resorted to. An English gentle- 
man gave strict orders to his gardener to 
shoot any: person who should enter his. in- 
closure at night. He himself was the first to 
enter and so accomplished his purpose. 

ere is a very curious instance of a would- 
be suicide attempting to realize beforehand a 
pecuniary advantage from his own death. It 
is taken from the * Personals’’ of a Paris 
journal: 

Suicidal.—A young man to whom life is a bur- 

én has resolved to put an end to his existence, 
but wishes to accomplish his death in the most 
advantageous manner to himself. He therefore 
places the sacrifice of his life at the disposal of 
any person who for a suitable sum would wish to 
intrust him with the execution of an enterprise 
the issue of which would be necessarily fatal. 

People frequently insure their lives for the 
benefit of relatives and friends with the in- 
tention of committing suicide. 

Curiosity a Motive, 


Curiosity as to what the future life may re- 
veal has also prompted suicide. One of the

man who seeks to destroy himself at the very 


moment of perpetrating the crime fears death 
and has the passion of life. 
with any other form of death than the one he 
contemplates and he will fly from it like other 
men, Epicureans defined suicide to be 
‘*death by the fear of death.’’ It has been 
proved that suicide is frequently hereditary, 
persons of same family havea been 
known to killthemselves at about the same 
age that their fathers and grandfathers did. 
Death by asphyxia is a very frequent mode 
of suicide, whether by the fumes of charcoal 


or coal gas, or drowning, and is the least 


painful, probably. Statistics show that this 
form of death—and usually by drowning—is 
the most frequently resorted to by despairing 
lovers. Two shongirls in Chicago, whose 
course of true love had not run smoothly, re- 
solved to droWn together, and went. to the 
river for that purpose. One of them was to 
take the desperate leap first and the other was 
to follow— 

In she plunged boldly, 

No matter how coldly 

The rough river ran. 

The other girl, appalled by her companion’s 
struggles in the dark flowing stream, shudder- 
ingly retraced her steps,a sadder Tf not a 
wiser woman. 

_ A young and blooming girl from the coun- 
try—a typewriter— was missed from her board- 
ing place, and the next day the river gave up 
her dead body, ’ 

Touch her not scornfully, 

Think of her mournfully, 

Gently and humanly,

It has been said that bilious temperaments 
are most prone to suicide, which is alsoto a 
great extent the case with the sanguine, nerv- 
ous, or poetic and artistic organizations, ex- 
amples of which have occurred in the case of 
the poet Chatterton:

Dependence on Moods, 


Much depends on the moods of the mind. 
What yesterday seemed intolerable today may 
be thought lightly of. Could poor mortals be 
brought to believe in a future whose “ dark, 
uncertain travail’? seems to promise them no 
hope and which they cannot foresee, self-mur- 
der would be less common than it is. -Famil- 
iarity with reports of suicide in the papers 
breeds in the mind a contempt for the crime 
and weakens the detestation in which it should 
naturally be held. As Pope says: 

Vice is a monster of such hideous mien 
As to be hated needs but to be seen; 

Yet seen too often, familiar with its face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace. 

Another suggestive fact in connection with 
suicide demonstrated by statistics is that the 
proportion of women who shuffle off the mor- 
tal coil to men is as only onetothree. It 
would seem that gentle woman more fre- 
quently “achieves the victory of endurance 

rn. 

According to Prof. Balbi’s tables the pro- 
portion of suicides to the population in some 
of the principal cities of the world may be 
given in round numbers thus: In Copen- 
hagen, 1-in 1,000; in Paris, 1 in 2,000; in 
Berlin, 1 in 3,000; in London, 1 in 5,000; 
in New York, 1 in 8,000; in Chicago, 1 in 
10,000; in Boston, 1. in 12,000; in Phila- 
delphia, 1 in 15,000. And the latest statistics 
diso show that suicide in our. large cities is 


greatly on the increase, and ina larger ratio; 


than the population. In this country the! 
number .of reported suicides in 1890 was: 
2,640. In 1891 the number had swelled to 
3,331, an increase of nearly 30 per cent, and 
subsequent statistics show an average increase 
of about 334¢ per cent—showing an alarming. 
tendency toward this too common crime. 
Suicide in civilized countries is considered 
an inevitable malady, the causes which pro- 
duce it being unceasingly at work. Every 
man who willfully ends his own life does so 
necessarily with the idea of improving his 
condition. **‘ Happiness,”’ says Pascal, ‘‘is the 
object of the actions of all men, even of those 
who kill themselves.’’ Yet no other deed is so 
intensely individual or so profoundly selfish, 


When Suicide {Is Excusable, 


But there are circumstances when this crime 
appears decidedly the reverse of selfish; and 
acase in point is cited by Prof. Newman of 
England, who justifies it as a duty, the case 
being of an aged man suffering from an in- 
curable malady. ‘I, for one,’’ he says, ** look 
with horror upon allowing tender kinsfolk to 
sacrifice youthful health and happiness in or- 
der to add a few more days or weeks 'to a use- 
les+ and painful existence.”’ 

In the Isle of Zia, one of the Cyclades, it 
was the custom of very aged men to put an 
end to their unprofitable lives, which they did, 
crowned with garlands, as triumphing over 
their own dissolution and the severance of the 
soul from their aged and pain- wrecked bodies. 

M, Litiré, a member of ‘he French Acad- 
emy, and author of the best dictionary of the 
French language, justifies suicide on the 
ground that every man has the right to his 
moral liberty. The stoical writers almost 
uniformly consider it a‘ virtue, and Seneca 
abounds in specious arguments and aphor- 
isms in praise of it. He says: ‘** The wise 
man lives as long as he ought—not as long as 
he can.”’ ‘* If I suffer from disease I should 
not kill myself to escape pain, for that would 
be cowardly; but if I perceive that my dis- 
ease is incurable I should. end my life be- 
cause’ my disease would deprive me of all 
which can render life worth living.”’ ‘“* Itis 
cowardly to die to escape suffering, and it is 
stupid to live in order to suffer.’ And he 
makes C£dipus propose to kill himself not 
merely because he is miserable but because 
be has the abstract right td do so. ae 

Cicero says: ‘‘When the Deity awakens in 
us a just desire for death the true wise man 
ought to pass with pleasure from these shades 
to celestial brightness.’’ But Socrates, who 
was condemned to drink the poison hemlock, 
says: **‘We men are placed here as it were on 
guard, and it does not become any one to 
leave his station before he is relieved.’’ And 
when he could no longer live this brave soul 
met the night of death as tranquilly as a star 
meets morning. | | 

Zoroaster enunciates the same sentiment in 
a briefer dictum: “It is forbidden to quit a 

st without the permission of the commander. 
Life is the post of man.”’ 

The great Napoleon also said: ** To commit 
suicide is like flying from the-field of battle 
before the contest is decided.’’ : 

Pliny the Elder admitted of but three sorts 
of diseases to escape which a man had good 
title to destroy himself; two of which were 
headache and a pain in the stomach, 


Some Lllustrious Suicides, 


At least the ancients were consistent in one 
respect—they practically indorsed their theo- 
ries. The list of iliustrious Greeks and 
Romans who destroyed themselves is long.as 
well as curious. A few examples are here 
given: 

Demosthenes, it is said, took poison which 
he carried-in a pen. Homer, it is related, 
hanged himself because he could not solve 
‘*the fisherman’s riddle.’’ Terence, the great 
poet, drowned himself because he lost his col- 
lection of translated comedies. Hannibal, 
some say, took poison which he carried ina 
ring, while others say he drank bull’s blood. 
Portia, wife of Brutus and Cato’s daughter, it 
is said, swallowed fire. Cato stabbed himself 
and Seneca opened his veins. Nero cut his 
throat to avoid a sterner fate. ‘Two illustri- 
ous Romans are said to have killed them- 
selves to escape Cicero’s eloquence, as he was 
to plead against them. Some one in indors- 


ing the opinions and actions of these ancient - 


worthies has said: ‘*‘ What Cato did and Ad- 
dison advised cannot be wrong.”’ 

In contradistinction tosome of the opinions 
of the ancient philosophers an old English 
epigram is to the point: 

When all the blandishments of life are gone 
The coward sneaks to death—the brave live on. 

Aristotle truly observed that courage was 
the mean between fear and rashness, while 
suicide was the sum of both. The Emperor 
Julian, lying mortally wounded in battle, 
thanked God that he had died in an honorable 
career, and said: ‘‘1 hold it equally base 
solicit or decline the stroke of fate.’’ ) 

St. Paul probably sums up the whole duty 
of man in regard to life when he says, ** Let 
us run with patience the race that is set before

Other rooms on this floor are for the use of 
the janitor.

Its members 
are boys from 14 to 18 years of age, and 
their meetings are passed partly in literary 
work, debating, etc., and partly in exercising 
in the gyinnasium. -It has a membership of 
between twenty-five and thirty. | 


Where the Babies Are Kept. 


Another important work which really be- 
longs to the parish house, although it is 
deemed best to have its quarters in another 
building, is the day nursery. It is situated at 
No. 268 Superior street, but is rapidly sut- 
growing the space allotted to it, and hopes in 
the spring to secure a building that will be a 
permanent home, thoroughly adequate to the 
needs of the work. The doors of the créche 
are opened each morning at half-past 6 and 
the matron, with her assistant, receives the 
little ones. After a breakfast of warm milk 
and bread they go to the play-room. At half- 
past 8 the older children are taken by the 
nurse to the Moody kindergarten, an arrange- 
ment having been made with the teachers to 
receive them during the morning session. 
| The children are given two more meals dur- 

ing the day and by 7 o’clock are with their 
mothers again. The matron supplies many 
of the mothers with work from applications 
by ladies who have laundry work, cleaning, 
etc., to be done.

He Can Find No Faults in the “Wonder 
of France ”—At Least in His New Com- 
pilation He Gives Him ~ Unreserved 
Praise~Additions to Napoleonic Liter- 
ature—Prof. Sloane’s Forthcoming Study 
of the Man—Medallion Portrait of the 
Conqueror Owned in America, . 

New York, Feb, 1.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Mr. Arthur Levy’s two volumes con- 
taining the «*‘ Private Life of Napoleon,” 
(Scribners) isan amusing compilation. It is 
at the same time exceedingly interesting, and, 
in these Napoleonic days, it will no doubt 
have a wide reading. lIimagine that to the 


| ymajority of peuple the private life of N apoleon 


will be even more interesting than the public 
life. The book, as I have said, is a compiia- 
tion, but Mr..Levy has had unusual facilities 
for consulting: libraries and archives, and has 
succeeded in getting into two stout volumes a 
good deal of the persorial gossip of those 
days that were particularly full of that sort of 
material. Napoleon is to him not only a hero 
asa soldier and statesman, butas a private 
citizen as well. His domestic virtues are 
extolled, and heis painted asa model: hus- 
band and father—in short, as a model man in 
all respects. , 

Mr. Levy begins with the boyhood of: Na- 
poleon and shows what an exceptional son 
he was and‘ how considerate of his mother, 
brothers, and sisters. As a schoolboy hé 
proves that Napoleon was anything but the 
** sulky ”’ fellow that some historians would 
make him out or the bully that he 1s painted 
to be by others. Even in these early days he 
seemed to be looking out for the interests of 
his family, and at the age of 13 was suggest- 
ing to his parents the best means of educat- 
ing his elderand younger brothers. It seems 
that he was always the one consulted in the 
family in all matters, from finance to love- 
making. When his friend Junot wanted 
to marry Pauline Bonaparte he applied 
to Napoleon, who, however, declined his 
offer on the ground of his income. 
‘*T .cannot,”’ 
request before my mother; for you will some 
day have $300 a year, and thatis very good, 
but you have not got them now. Your fa- 
ther is a strong man-and will keep you wait- 
inga longtime. At present, in short, you 
have nothing save your Lieutenant’s epau- 
lettes, and Pauline has not even that. Now, 
let ussumitallup. You have nothing, she 
has nothing; total nothing. You cannot, 
therefore, marry at.present. -Let us wait.” 

The marriages in his family were always 
matters of arrangement. Sisters or brothers, 
it made no difference, It was as he said, not 
as they wished; but then the restraints of 
matrimony did not weigh very heavily upon 
them, and their marriages were merely mat- 
ters of state convenience.

It is curious in the light of history to read 


of Napoleon’s early Gays in Paris; of his de- 
pression at the outlook of events. ‘“ Paris,” 
he wrote, ** is still the same, given up to 
pleasures—women, balls, theaters, and artists’ 
studios. I, slightly attached asI am to-dlife, 
seeing it all without much caring, live ifi the 
state of mind in which one spends the eve of 
battle, convinced that when one knows that 
death is hard by, which will put an end to 
everything, it is folly to distress one’s self. 
Everything tends to make me defy fortune 
‘and destiny, and if this state of mind con- 
tinues I shall end by not taking the trouble to 
keep out of the way of a passing carriage. 
My mind is sometimes astonished at its own 
condition, but it is the result that the moral 
condition of this country has produced in 
me. 

It was not long after this, however, before 
his extraordinary character began to make it- 
self felt. 

Napoleon has.been written about by admir- 
ers and enemies, but I don’t know any of the 
latter who have so entirely excused everything 
that was inexcusable on his part as Mr. Levy 
has done. 
leon was not the most faithful of-husbands he 
argues that it was all right, but utterly con- 
demns Josephine and later’ Maria Louisa. 
Napoleon, he says, wasa man with all the 
domestic virtues, and would like to have lived 
a quiet-and family life when not engaged in 
public affairs. Josephine’s reckless extrava- 
gance, which he seemed to be powerless to 
control, was a thorn in his flesh, Mr. Levy 
does not agree with some historians that Jose- 
phine was the one and only love of Napoleon’s 
life, but conténds that Mme, Walewska, the 
beautiful Pole, was the only one. -She cer- 
tainly seems to have been the most faithful to 
him, and when Maria Louisa turned her back 
on him after his downfall, Mme. Walewska 
sought him out; even at Elba.

Prof. Sloan hag been at work upon his book 
for a number of years past, and has about fin- 
ished the writing of it.- I methim a few even- 
ings ago and got him to talk upon the subject 
of which he is so full, I remarked during the 
course of the conversation that there was a 
splendid opportunity of illastrating the book. 
But there he did not seem to agree with me. 
He said there was so much. material of one 
sort and another that it was.a difficult matter 
to decide what it. was best to.use. ‘“ For in- 
stance,” he said, ‘* would you use an illustra- 
tion of a battle made at. the time or orfe made 
today?” Inaturally said that. one made at 
the time would probably be more’ accurate, 

‘On the contrary,” he said, **the contempo- 
rary pictures are not accurate atall. They 
were entirely imaginative, and those of se 
latter daysare painted with much more of an 
eye to the real thing.” 

As for portraits of Napoleon, there are 
thousands of them, but the question is: Which 
was the most like him? Those that he sat for 
were painted not so much to represent him as 
he was, but as he wished to appear. I looked 
over a collection of engravi from portraits 
of Napoleon the other day—there were several 
hundred in the lot—and there were no two 
that were alike. Among some there was a 
certain similarity. There was the popular 
conception—the man with regular features, 
smooth face, and the wisp of hair down on 
the forehead ; but others, claiming te be quite 
as accurate, might have been any other French 
soldier of that time. : 

One of the best likenesses of Napoleon that 
I know of, and-one that I think is the most 
likely to be accurate, is a medailion profile 
that is now owned by the Hopkinson family 
of Philadelphia. It formerly belonged to 
Joseph Bonaparte, who brought it with him 
when he came to this country, and who said, 
when he gave it to Joseph Hopkinson, who 
was one of the executors of his will, that it 
was the best likeness of his brother extant. 
While you would probably know that it was 
intended for Napoleon, it is not as much like 
the popular idea of him as some of his por-: 
traits. It shows a longer face,a more aqui- 
line nose,and rather hollow cheeks. It is, 
however, a beautiful thing,-and I should like 
to believe that it was the real Napoleon.

Margaret’s Guild, Miss Ryerson, President, 
is a similar society among the young 
ladies and young married women, and has 
about forty members. Still a third, the 
Evening Guild, Mrs. W.S. Willard, President, 
is designed to meet«he desire of many women 
whose daily occupation prevent their join- 
ing other departments of the parish branch, 
A junior branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary is 
called St. Catherine’s Guild, and is composed 
of young girls, who prepare missionary boxes 
too, and do sewing for the Church Home for 
Orphans. The meetings of this guild are 
held at private residences during the winter, 
At the rear of this floor are the vestry room, 
and rooins for the choir, and for the infant 
class in the Sunday-school. 

In the third story an air of domesticity 
begins to make itself felt. It starts at the 
cozy flat or suite of seven rooms at the front, 
intended for the occupancy of the minister in 
charge of the building. The rooms are light 
and pleasant—indeed there is an abundance 
of light throughout the building—and they are 
fitted up with modern conveniences. At 
present, however, they are only partly occu- 
pied, the unmarried assistant rector, Mr. 
McIntire, being somewhat ata loss what to 
do with a dumb waiter ora gas range. And 
so it comes that they lack the bury household 
bustle to be noticed in the rooms of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, which are on the same 
floor, though entirely cut off from them. 

Here the visitor hears the chatter of girlish 
voices and sundry sounds indicative of mys- 
terious culinary operations. The girls have a 
suite of reception and sitting rooms, library, 
class-rvom, kitchen, pantry, closets, path, and 
cloak-rooms. The Girls’ Friendly Society is 
of English birth, but-has obtained a firm foot- 
ing on American soilin thedozen or so of 
years that it has been in this country, Its 
character is indicated in its name; itis a so- 
ciety for the helping, in a variety of ways, of 
Sachin girls, The St. James branch is a 
very large one, numbering over 200. Its edu- 
cational work includes the instruction of 
classes in cooking, calisthenics, embroidery, 
history, and foreign travel, with short Bibie 
talks given once in two weeks by the rector. 
The cooking school enjoys one ghey 
over the other branches of work, in that 
fair pupils are privileged to eat the products 
oftheir labor. This reward naturally acts as 
a spur to careful effort in these culinary experi- 
ments. During the World’s Fair the society 
sent fifty-one girls to Jackson Park to a 

‘two hours of tne day,at the society’s exhibit 
and the rest of che day inseeing whatever in- 
ted them most.

kept happy. The time came. We were sitting 
as usual under some noble trees, one by one we 
bad suing our songs or related our adventures;

Un falling in with 
any party likely to prove profitable, nows was 
promptly sent to other members of the gang, 
who would drop in by twos and threes, and in 
turn join in their daily pursuits and amuse-. 
ments until a favorable opportunity arose for 
murdering the party. Frequently the Thugs 
and their victims would travel together for 
weeks, a happy, united party, eating, singing, 
and gambling together. The time after the 
evening meal, when the toils of the day were 
over and all were enjoying their ease without 
any ‘suspicion of harm, was often the time 
chosen for making away with their victims. 

It may seem incredible, but yet it is a fact, 
that this terrible systern of Thuggee flourished 
almost unheeded for centuries, and it is stated 
that the government of the old East Indian 
company did not realize its existence till 
about 1810-’12. A little later on, when the 
crime. was more prominently brought to no- 
tice by the fact that few of the native soldiers 
on leave ever returned either to their homes 
or regiments, the authorities were aroused, 
but it was not till 1629 that Lord William 
Bentinck, then Governor-General of India, 
took the matter up and instituted a special 
department for the suppression of the crime. 
Several notorious Thug leaders were seized, 
who, when they found that their only chance 
of life lay in fully disclosing their criminal 
careers, inercilessly denounced their former 
associates and generally confirmed their 
statements by pointing out exactly where 
their victims bad been buried. 

With such energy did the special depart- 
ment work that within six years the system 
was virtually broken up, upwards ' of 3,000 
notorious Thugs were accounted for and the 
pames of those still at large were, to a great 
extent, known. , 

The supporting by government of so many 
confessing prisoners brought about the ques- 
tion of how their families were to be provided 
for and the sons removed-from the tempta- 
tion of reverting to the crimes of their fathers. 
Accordingly, in 1838 a school of industry was 
started at Jubbulpore for teaching the sons a 
trade whereby to earn an honest livelihood. 
In due course it flourished and within ten 
years counted about a, thousand inmates and 
yearly products worth about.£4,000. 


BRILLIANT EVEN IN HIS CUPS, 


Anecdote of T. Buchanan Reed, Author of 
“Sheridan’s Ride.” 

In an article on the death of Col. Frank 
Burr the Philadelphia Times tells this: ‘It 
became his duty every night to wait upon 
Col. Forney in his private apartments and 
write down for him any matter that he wished 
to dictate for the columns of the Chronicle. 
Upon one of these occasions, during the time 
when the country was in the agony of recon- 
struction, he waited upon Col. Forney and 
found him in the company of Andrew G. 
Curtin. While they were in conversa- 
tion Thomas Buchanan Reed, artist 
and poet: and author of  “ Sheridan’s 
Ride,’’ entered the room in a staté of sodden 
intoxication. He appeared unable to speak 
and dropped intoan armchair without utter- 
ing a word. Col, Forney, pursuing his con- 
versation, suddenly became eloquent upon the 
troubie that was then agitating the country. 
He spoke of how the cloud of slavery had been 
lifted from the land and how the shackles had 
been struck from the limbs of the freedmen; 
of the trouble that was still hovering over the 
country as the inevitable result of civil war- 
fare, and suddenly burst out in a 
warm demand for earnest peace. As the 
word “peace”? broke upon the ears of the 
man in the arinchair, who thus far had given 
no signs of life, that brilliant genius rose to 
his feet as if with a spasmodic motion, and, 
running his right hand through his long hair, 
he criea out in tones never to be forgotten: 

“Peace! peace! O, that some beautiful: 
bird would come from the South and make its

little below a straight line drawn from one to 
the other—may be seen a pair of stars whica 
areat about the same distance apart as the 
two ** Pointers”’ inthe bowl of the Dipper. 
Being very conspicuous they are easily recog- 
nized. These are the twins, Castor and Pol- 
lux, the Gemini of the almanac. Pollux, 
the more southerly of the two; is of the 
same brilliancy as Regulus, and is usually 
reckoned asa first-magnitude star. Castof, 
— less brilliant, is placed in the second 
class. 

It will be noticed that these eight first-mag- 
nitude stars—the only stars of that class now 
above the horizon—are bunched within an 
area that might be included within a circle 
which would take in considerably less than

Cetus (the Whale), which at9 p. m. is now 
only partly above the horizon, a little south 
of west. ira’s period is much longer than 
that of Algol and its habits are more eccen- 
tric. Ordinarily itis a telescopic star, away 
below the limits of the naked eye. But occa- 
sionally it takes a freak and begins to bright- 
en. Aftera while it becomes visible to the 
naked eye and in about forty days thereafter 
it has attained its greatest brilliancy, which 
is usually that of a star of the second imagni- 
tude. Then it begins to wane and at the end 
of three months it is again lost to the nakea 
eye. 
Mira and Its Changes. 


Mira runs the cycle of its changes in au 
average period of 332 days, although it may 
depart from this period, one way or the other, 
to the extent of nearly a month, so that its 
return to splendor cannot be predicted with 
certainty. A maximum of this very interest- 
ing star is due.this month and it will there- 
fore be well to keep an eye on the spot where 
it should he seen, as indicated on the planis- 
phere. The best time for observing it vill be 


. early in the evening, while the constellation 


is Well above the horizon, The star Menkar 
(Mk.) in the head of Cetus is of the second 
magnitude and makes a good comparison 
star for Mira, when in sight. Observe that 
Menkar is about one-third of the distance 
from Mira to Aldebaran. 

Mira’s maximum of brilliancy is irregular 
as well as its period. Sometimes when at its 
brightest it is more brilliant than the star 
Menkar; but more often it is inferior to that 
On a few occasions it has failed alto- 
gether to make its customary appearance. 

The beautiful little cluster of the Pleiades, 
short distance to the right of Aldebaran and 
above Jupiter, hardly needs to he pointed out 
as a fine object for an opera-glass. Close be- 
side Aldebaran is the V-shaped cluster known 
as the Hyades, which is also a splendid object 
for that instrument. Another fine opera- 
giass field is the region around Regulus, in 
the Sickle. 


Handle of Perseus’ Sword, 
About midway between the star Alpha 


‘Persei and the center of Cassiopeia may be 


seen or a clear evening:a little fleck of nebu- 
lous light, which a telescope of even moderate 
ea resolves into a beautiful star cluster. 

t is in the handie of the sword of Perseus, 
The cluster is double, there being in it two 


points at which the stars are particularly 


crowded, Seen through a good telescope this 
. undeniably the rhost beautiful object of its 
class. : 

At about one-third of the distance from 
Poilux to Regulus in the constellation Cancer 
is another fine telescopic star cluster known 
as Presepe, the Beehive. Both of these clus- 
ters may be seen with an opera glass, al- 
though to bring out their full beauty requires 
a more powerful instrument. 

There are now above the horizon many fine 
double stars which yield toan instrument of 
low power. A few of them, which may be 
found readily, may be pointed out, 

The star Mizar—the middlo star in the han- 
die of the Dipper—is double, ard may be sep- 
arated with a good field-glass or, atany rate, 
with an ordinary ‘“ spy-glass.’’ Its compo- 
nents are both white, one somewhat sialler 
than the other. 

Gamma -Andromed@ is a colored double, 
and is nota very difficult object. Its com- 
ponents are orange and green. It is one of 
the most beautiful of colored doubles, for a 
small telescope. 

Castor is.also a very fine ** wide’’ double, 
Its components are white and are of about 
equal splendor. 

Another very pretty double, but one which 
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[When compared with the heavens this chart should be so held that the marginal letter that in- 
dicates the point in the horizon which the observer faces is on the lower side. } 


PRINCIPAL STARS THAT ARE 
one-fourth of the visible hemisphere of the 
heavens, a fact which strikingly illustrates the 
irregularity in the distribution of ‘the bright 
stars over the celestial sphere. There ate but 
six other stars of this order of brilliancy visi- 
ble in our latitude, and these are scattered 
somewhat at random over the: hemisphere 
which is now below the horizon. Another 
point worth noting in this connection ig that, 
while among our, Northern circumpolar stars 
—stars which never disappear below our hori- 
zon—there is not one of the first magnitude, 
there are among the Southern circumpolar 
stars, which never appear above our horizon, 
no less than six of this class. 


In the Golden Horns of Taurus. 


On a curved line drawn from Capella 
through Betelgeuse to Sirius, about midway 
between Capella and Betelgeuse, is a pair of 


stars which somewhat resemble the Twins, | 


but are less brilliant. These stars form. the 
tips of the ‘*golden horns” of Tauruss-the 
horns with which the great celestial Bull was 
said anciently "to open the year,’ the rising 
of Juurus. in April. being formerly the signal 
for the farmer to begin his spring’s work. 

Facing the west one may seea line of four 
stars of the second magnitude curving 
downward from near Capelia to the horizon, 
with a slight inelination to the right. 
‘The uppermost of these atars (marked 
aP on the planisphere).is Alpha Per: 
sei, the principal’ star in the constel- 
lation Perseus. The three others belong to 
Andromeda, the uppermost of the three 
Gamma Andromedw (gA), being in the left 
footand the lowermost in the head of the 
constellation. , 

The great nebula in Andromeda can be 
seen well only through a large telescope, 
but it isso often referred to that it may be 
interesting to know where it is. To the right 
of the middle star of the three just noted rhay 
be seen two faint stars, which in connection 
with the bright star form, the beit of Androm. 
eda. The uebula is near the outer of these 
two stars, at the point marked by a smail 
eircle on the chart. It is said to be visible to 
the naked eye, and, in fact, it was discovered 
before the mvention of the telescope. An 
opera glass will show it unmistakably as a 
blurred star. | 


Algol, the “ Blinking Demon.” « 


The star Aigol (marked on the planisphere) 
can readily be found from the fact that it forms 


with Aipha Persei and Gamma Andromeéede a_ 


nearly right-angied triangie. On a celestial 
chart this star is located in the head of Me. 
dusa. which Perseus carries in his left hand. 


‘OAigol, the “Blinking Demon,” as it was 


called by the Arabs, isan exceedingly inter- 
esting variable star. After maintaining for 
about two and a half days its ordinary splen- 
dor as a star of the second magnitude it ins 
to lose its brilliancy, and at the end of three 
and a hal! hours it has faded toa star of the 
fourth magnitude.

Formerly it required the work of a _ regi- 
ment of cowboys with much perspiration and 
profanity to drive the cattle to the killing 
pens. Aside from the work and frequent de- 
lays, the old plan resulted in exciting, over 
heating, and bruising the cattle. They often 
became wild and dangerous. A great many. 
cattle and not a few men have ‘been injured 
or killed as a result of stampedes. 

Phil has demonstrated that his fellows can 
be more easily led than drivén. The help of 
mounted men is no longer needed. Phil does 
the work with the sole help of a few boys who 
open and close the gates for him. 

All the packing-houses except the one where

After several unsuccessful 
attempts to train an animal, Phil was discov- 
ered. Hedoes the work with neatness and 
dispatch, and leads to death an average of 
2,500 cattle a day. 

He meets those marked for slaughter at the 
gate of the pen where they are confined. A 
boy swings the gate open and a score or more 
of cattle pass out. 

Phil stands in a conspicuous spot. His air 
of dignity, self-respect, and his aldermanic 
proportions at once attract. attention. The ox 
was never born that was half as wise as Phil 
looks when he wants to attract notice. He 
never fails to gain the confidence and leader- 
ship ef every ** bunch’’ of bovines with which 
he comes in contact. His stately appearance 
and evident superior knowledge command 
immediate respect and trust. 

He geems able to convey the impression 
that he knows just what is necessary for the 
happiness of each individual of the bunch, 
He leads the way with au air that says more 
plainly than words: ‘* Right this way, gentle- 
men. I know just where you wish to go. No 
trouble at all—don’t mention it.”’ 

He invariably leads his victims by the short- 
est route to the little pen outside the killing 
pens. From .this yard there is but one exit, 
and that through the chamber of horrors, 
where the d¢oath-dealing sledge-hammer 
crushes the skull of each victim of the con- 
sciéneeless betrayer. 

Phil’s operations are more than interesting. 
Every day hundreds of visitors watch him and 


wonder that such an anima! could be trained 


to do the work of twenty men and boys with- 
out the least hitch or trouble. Almost all of 
the cattle, no matter how wild, follow him 
without hesitation. Not one ina thousand 
refuses his. guidance. Sometimes one or 
more vf the wilder animals rush off in the: 
wrong direction; then Phil gravely follows at 
his leisure, overtakes the truants, teaches 
them the error of their ways, marches them 
back, and, with the grace of an usher ata 


wedding, shows them the way through the last 


gate they ever enter. Phil is always on the 
right side of the gate when it closes, 
The man whe tends the gate says that Phil 


- often looks over his shoulder after the gate is

Stephens. ‘Here, on simply accepting the 
union, we could dictate our own terms of

Capt..Wiley M. Egan, long identified with 
the lake shipping trade, is the oldest living ex-

chartering vessels for the shipment of cargoes 
of grain to Buffalo and other lake ports, and 
has seen rates decline from 10, 15, and even 


o> ae a bushel to one cent, which is next to 
nothing. 


** A 20,000 bushel cargo was a big one in, 


those days,’ testifies the Captain, “ and 
freight rates were much higher, but extremely 
irregular. I remember that in the year 1852 
I made a rate of six cents for the season with 
John P, Chapin, who was at one time 
Mayor of this city. Icarried his grain dur- 
ing eatlier tnonths at this rate, and by the 
middle of August cargoes! were being taken 
as low as four cents, which naturally made 
Chapin sore. Coming to mé, he said that he 
had already taken two vessels at six cents; 
that the rate had: dropped to four cents, and 
he wanted to be let off from fulfilling the con- 
tract the remainder of the season. To this I 
consented. What was the result? For the 
very next boat he was obliged to pay an ad- 
vanced rate of 10 cents a bushel, and the 
season closed with freights up to l4and 15 
cents,”’ 

‘** In the year 1852 I began business,” ‘said 
James H. Dole, ** although as early as 1849 
I was engaged in'|the freight office of a new 
railroad and in October of that year ' went out 
on the first train which ever ran out of Chi- 
cago. In that early railway’ building the old 
strap rails were used and these were fastened 
on timbers laid lengthwise. In the early 50’s 
commission merchants would’ sent empty 
grain bags by the thousand to the country. 
These were filled and shipped in and the com- 
inission handler charged one cent a bushel for 
cartage and two cents fog commission. I pre- 
pared tne first price current ever published. 
Then T. Wells, who at that time was con- 
nected with THe Tripuxg, made arrange- 
ments to print it regularly. This was about 
1855 or 1856.

An- 
other incident, rather unusual, occurred to 
me at the same place. I ‘and my cgm- 
panion had been watching unsuccessf 

all day on a deer run and had exchanged 
signais fer quitting our post, when a bear 
came shuffling along followed by a foxhound, 
both evidently farspent. The hound would 
every now and then catch up with the bear 
and snap at him, bruin always turning and 
showing fight without apparently doing much 
mischief. We had not much difficulty in 
coming up with and finishing the bear and 
then turned our attention tothe dog. He 
could not have gone very much farther, poor 
fellow; he was badly lacerated and his feet 
were perfectly raw, so we carried him to our 
shanty and bathed and nursed him and he 
soon got about again all right. No one com- 
ing around to claim him, we brought him 
back with us and an excellent dog he has 
proved, and we hope he will show us more 
bears next winter without coming so near 
being used up. 

But I must get ** way *’ back to our hunting- 
ground out West, where I left my dead and 
wounded elk.

CHICKS WITH NO HENS 


‘INONBATORS AND THEIR METHODS 


OF HATOHING EGGf. 


A Reporter Seeks Light on the Subject 
with More or Less Gratifying Results= 
What a “ Brooder” Looks Like—Cost of 
a Hatching Machine Complete~What a 
Blue-Eyed Typewriter Knows About 
Incubating as a Business—Some Ad- 
vantages of the New Method.

A GARRISON OF ONE MAN AND A BOY. 


But the General. Found It on Duty and 
Ready for Action. 

In 1863, while I was for a day in -Ports- 
mouth, N. H.,it was given out that Gen. 
Wool was to visit Fort Constitution, in Ports- 
mouth Harbor, and I resolved'to make an 
item of it by going tu New Castle and making 
a note for my newspaper of the defenses there 
and witnessing the General’s reception by the 
garrison, writes B. P. Shillaber in the New 
England Magazine. Instead of the formida- 
ble garrison I had expected I found the fort 
held by an old ordnance sergeant of the Sem. 
inole War, who still retained his rank—Sergt. 
Davidson—supported by his wife. He was 
the perfect embodiment of. soldierly spirit— 
grave, erect, taciturn, every motion governed 
apparently by the rules of war, turning on 
his heel as if he were the guidon of a platoon. 

He received me soldierly, with considérable 
military dignity, and informed me of Gen, 
Wool’s expected arrival to visit the fort, whom 
he was to receive. A salute being essential I 
questioned him regarding his ability to give 
it, but he assured me that it was all provided 


for. There was but one small boy who seemed - 


available as assistant, and I marveled greatiy 
how the Sergeant would operate to bestow the 
accustomed honor. 

The General and his staff arrived in car. 
riages about noon, and as soon as they neared 
the fort ‘* bang ” went the first gun from the 
battery, then another and another in quick 
succession, and, geting into a gaod position 
for observation, | discovered the garrison of 
one man and a boy springmg from one can- 
non to another, the Sergeant touching the 
piece off, the boy following to cover up the 
vent with a piece of lead, :

~*T had forgotten all about the tiger, and 
we were going along a narrow jungie path. I 
was leading, some hundred paces ahead of my 
escort, followed by my. Burmese ‘ boy ’ carry- 
ing my loaded gun, and in my hand I hada 
stout oak stick. As I was trudging along to 
accomplish the twenty-mile march before it 
got dark I heard a rustling in the dry leaves 
amid the thick tree and bamboo jungie to my 
left. Thinkingit might be caused by a jungle 
fowl I determined not to waste time and went 
on. Two steps, however, were enough to 
demonstrate that the rustling was coming to- 
wards me, so I stopped, keeping my cyes fixed 
in the direction from which the sound ema- 
nated, at the same time beckoning to my 
‘boy ’ to give me my gun. Before he could 
reach me the head of a tigress appeared out 
of the thick bushes close to me, and almost 
within hitting distance, so near was it. My 
‘boy’ saw it and began to yell out, ‘The 
tiger, the tiger; he will be killed.’ 

‘* | kept my eyes on the tigress and put my 
hand back for the gun, saying in Burmese, 
‘Give me the gun’; but the‘ boy’ only show- 
ered a volley of abuse on the tigress and all 
its former generations for years past.

Dead silence 
reigned around, whilst my party one by one 
were assembling in a mob, though I did not 
see them, nor dol think the tigress did, for 
we were facing the jungle and not looking up 
or down the path. 

** As we stood I struck at her face with my 
left fist, which she secured by seizing my 
coat-sleeve with one of her claws, which [ 
felt at work on my chest. Then, helpless as [ 
was, With a grunting roar she struck me on 
the neck. DownI dropped from under her 
like a shot, the tigress turning head over heels 
over me and falling on her back on the edge 
of the jungie. I scrambled on to my hands 
and knees, the blood from* my wounds pour- 
ing over my face, beard, and - chest. 
TLe tigress instantly recovered herself, 
and we gazed at each other for a second, while 
the mob began at once to shout and swayed 
forward, those behind pushing torward those 
in front. The tigress seemed to take in the 
whole position’ ata glance and to think the 
odds were against her, for she growled an- 
grily, licked her gory jaws, and, lashing her 
tail, bolted. I jumped up, arid, finding my 
gun had actually been pushed almost into my 
hands with the mob as it présséd forward, 
seized it, vowing vengeance, for I was wrath- 
ful, and ran after the tigress, hoping for the 
chance of a shot. : 

** But before I had gone far the trees began 
to go round and instead of the hammers I 
only saw blood, so Il gave my gun to my 
‘boy’ and sat down against a giant tree. 
Fortunately I had a bottle of brandy with me 
and a good swig at it kept me up while a bam- 
boo raft was bemg made to convey me to the 
nearest physician. It was excruciating pain, 
bumping now and again over rocks and tree 
trunks with my stiffening wounds, but I got 
there all right. It was a narrow squeak, but 
luckily when the tigress struck. me only one 
each of her upper and lower fangs penetrated 
my neck to the left side of the base of the 
skull, just grazing the right carotial.”’ ’ 

The tiger is by nature a cowardly beast, and 
like all cowards treacherous. So in any con- 
flict with him extreme caution should be exer- 
cised by those who pursue him.

AID FOR POOR WOMEN. 


QHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS THAT 


Work of the Young-Women’s Christian 
Association and the Woman's Clube 
Hull House and Its Many Ways of 
Assisting=Feeding the Hupgry and 
Giving Work to the Unemployed=Visit- 
ing Nurses’ Association and Its Services 
to the Sick—Shelters for the Homeless, 


There is less of suffering among the unem- 
ployed women and) girls of Chicago than 
there is among the men for two reasons: Be- 
cause the former are cared for by the women 
of the city, who Bre more thorough and con- 
scientious in the system they adopt, and be- 
cause a woman or girl out of work is less un- 
reasonable in what they are given to do than 
men. 
Poverty with a woman will either lash her 
to activity or drive her to destruction. How 
many times in your life in Chicago were you 
accosted by women soliciting alms? How 
often have you seen a woman outside of the 
ranks of professional beggars on the corner 
stopping the wayfarer for money? 

A reporter for Tus Txrisune went out the 
other day in the blizzard to find what places 
there are for women and girls who are either 
homeless or penniless. : 

One of the first places visited was No. 288 
Michigan avenue. The house faces the Lake- 
Front and is surrounded by evidences of 
plenty and content. It used to be the home 
of John B. Drake of the Grand Pacific. It is 
now the property of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association of Chicago. It has 
branches at No. 243 Wabash avenue, No. 
5830 Rosalie court, No. 3258 Wentworth av- 
enue, and No. 367 Jackson boulevard. 

The association is one of the links of a chain 
of organizations that stretches from city to 
city, and which is as thorough in its system 
asa bank. The President of the Chicago as- 
sociation is Mrs. Leander Stone; Mrs. A. S. 
Chamberlin is Secretary and Miss M. E. True 
is Treasurer. ‘The organization is non-sectar- 
ian. Its support comes from, every church 
and from individuals. Its doors are open to

These 
girls, where they can get work, receive on an 
average of 50 cents a day, : , 
Hall House and Its Methods. 


It will interest:any one, whether in search 


_of assistance or not, to visit Hull House at 


the corner of Halsted aud Polk streets. It is 
sometimes called ** The Shelter,” but it came 
into existence in its present use as *“* Hull 
House.’’ it is an old-fashioned building, 
with several annexes and out-houses. In one 
of the rooms is a gymnasium for the nefit 
of those who are its beneficiaries, In another 
room are two billiard tables for the amuse- 
ment of men of the neighborhood. There is 
another room called the *' Coffee-House,” 
where coffee and meals are served at cost. 
This room is patronized by many of the shop 
vicinity, 
ut. the interesting feature about Hull 
House in this connection is the dining-room, 
where the women and girls who cannot pay 
for food are fed. This room is the one used 
asagymnasium. ‘Two long tables are spread 


here three times aday. The day the reporter é. 


for Tuz TriBuNgE was present 850 women 
were given food. That is the average. The 
majority of those who were thus benefited 
caine from the New Era Building, sent from 
the Woman’s club. 

The dinner consists of two thick cuts of 
bread, and meat, potatoes, and other veget- 
ables at each plate, : 

**We used to put the bread on several 
plates,” said the woman in charge, “but 
there was a rush for it when the women came 
in, and sometimes.there would be a number 
who would get none. I haveseen women grab 
bread and hide itin the folds of their gar- 
ments. So wehave changed this arrange- 
ment and have so much bread to each table.’’ 

** Do you feed these people only?” 

** That is all we claim to do, but it really 
amounts to more. We have in this vicinity sev- 
eral cottages where we send women for one or 
two nights where they are suffering for shelter. 
We only keep them’a short time, as our room 
is limited. We havesaved more than one life 
by these shelters.”’ :

where wants are supposed to be made known. 
Here is the system: The caller, if she lives 
in the city, leaves her name and address, and 
immediately an investigation of the case is 
made. The caller may remain at the central 
home until this is done, and if her story is 
verified. she is at once sent toone of the 
boarding-houses or’ transient homes under 
the jurisdiction of the association, and there 
maintained until a place is found for her. It 
is expected that she will do whatever work 
is assigned to her while she is in 
the boarding-house or transient home. 
If sne x told to wash dishes, clothes, 
scrub floors, or cook she is expected 
to do it as cheerfully as she. can. 
If she complains she is thrown upon -her own 
resources. While in the boarding-house or 
transient home she is well cared for. Mrs. 
Stone is authority.for the statement that 
few of the women or girls sént to 
the auxiliaries of the association 
make any complaint, and few cases have 
failed to be satisfactorily investigated. 


Caring for Strangers. 


If a woman comes here from any other city 
with a card from a kindred association that 
entities her to the care and protection of the 
association without further inquiry. A 
womnan wh. has been sheltered by this asso- 
ciation in Chicago receives when she leaves 
Chicago credentials from the association 
which entitle her to the protection of similar 
societies elsewhere. . 

One of the commendable works of this. as- 
sociation is that which is done at the depots. 
A corps of women is appointed to be at the 
various stations at the time of arrival and de- 
parture of trains. it would astonish and 
alarm many to know the number of women 
and girls who come into a city like this ina 
mood of desperation akin to madness. They 
leave the train and stand in the white light or 
smoke of the station, looking, ou the thres- 
hold of hundreds of thousands ‘of homes, 
homeless themselves and with nothing in view 
except beggary orruin. - 

The women sent out by the Young Women’s 
Christian Association watch for these wan- 
derers. 

** Sometimes,” sail one of these guardians, 
‘we find a woman from a distant country, 
unable to speak our language, but she has a 
card froin one of our homes elsewhere, That 
admits her to our protection at once.”’ 

‘* But if she have no such card?’ _ 

‘*It makes no difference, She finds a shel: 
ter just the same if she requires it.” 

‘* Ever have any cases of young women run- 
ning away intent upon wrong?’’ : 

‘** Very often, but we are not _expected to 
look after such cases except to call the atten- 
tion of the police to them. Of course, we use 
our persuasion to reform such cases, but if a 
woman or girl is intent upon anything of that 
sort persuasion won't stop it. It requires 
harsher methods. If such a woman shows 
any disposition to repent or reform she geta 
all-the aid and encouragement we can offer.” 

Over 750 women who céme to Chicago in 
the month of September last looking for 
work were aided by these guardians, . 

This association is controlled by a board of 
twenty, named by various religious denomi- 
nations, and each; member looks after the 
branch in the territory where she lives. The 
employment bureau of the association is at 
No. 243 Wabash avenue. Miss Stobie is in 
charge of the general office. 3 

There is opportunity for those who are 
charitably inciined to assist this organization: 
A few days ago: the home office heard of a 
case of destitution where the 
household was barefoot and her children 
without wraps. A woman who was present 
heard the complaint and bethought her of a 

ir of discarded shoes and an old -shaw!l and 
jacket. She wondered if they would be ac. 
ceptable. The President of the association 
gave an enthusiastic assurance that they 
would be, and ‘said that a great deal of suf- 
fering might be relieved if people who had 
these cast-away clothes would only think of 
the comfort they would give. 


Work of the Woman’s Club. 


In Room 29 Atheneum Building is_ the 
Woman's club. This is not a charitable 
society in the strict sense. . It finds work for 
the unemployed where it is possible. Dr. 
Sarah Hackett Stevenson is President, Mrs. 
Herbert C. Metcalf is Treasurer, and Mrs. 
Lillian J. Dreier is Secretary. A Woman in 
search of sewing is given a card from this 
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288 MICHIGAN AVENUE. 


House gives assistance to a class that does 
not ask charity, and yet is so pinched by the 
closeness of the times as to require assistance. 
This is done by a coal and wood yard which is 
supplied by Hull House, and from which the 
fuel is sold to those who are deserving at 
actual cost price. 

Near by and under the same management 
are a créche and kindergarten in which poor 
women who are given day work leave their 
little ones in the care of carefully trained 
nurses. These rooms are _ scrupulous- 
ly clean, weil ventilated, and supplied 
with all that is necessary to benefit 
and amuse children. The Hull House is un- 
der the management of Miss Jane Addams, 
and is supported by a board of women who 
rely on the gifts of the public and contribu- 
tions to sustain it and its annexes,

DEALERS’ GOSSIP REGARDING OI- 
GARS AND THEIR CONSUMERS. 


What Men in the Tobacco Business Have 
to Say on a Subject That Is of Intense 
Interest to All Lovers of the Weed= 
Popular Brands and Those Who Pay 
for Them=Length of the Average Smoke 
=-—Sums Expended in America for To- 
bacco in Various Forms. ae 

Smoking isa luxury. Now an enh you 
find a ho who says of his drinking that it is 
a habit and that he does not like the taste of 
liquor. But the man who smokes likes it. 
He may smoke too much; he may admit 
that much; but he doesn’t say he doesn’t 
like it. 

Bismarck has a good opinion of a smokér. 
He is one himself. One day when the Prus- 
sians-were in Versailles and the French had 
been beaten everywhere and the empire was 
a thing of the past, Bismarck had sent for 
Jules Favre to come to him so that they 
might have a settlement of what Zola very 
appropriately caliei ‘“‘ the smash-up.”’ When 
Favre sat down across the table from the 
Chancellor the iatter pointed to a saucer on 
which there were three cigars. Favre said he 
never stinoked, | 

“There you are wrong,” said Bismarck, 
“ When a conversation is about to take place 
which may lead toa difference of opinion it 
is better to smoke. The cigar between a 
man’s lips, which he must not let fall, con- 
trols his physical impatience. It soothes 
him imperceptibly. He grows more concilia- 
tory. Heis more disposed to make conces- 
sions. And diplomacy is made up of recip- 
rocal concessions.”’ 

The luxury of smoking has grown upon 
Americans until they have no inclination to 
throw it off. The fragrance of a cigar or 
pipe is their incense. 


Cigar Shop the Origin of the Club, 

**Do you know,” asked a man who has 
made the subject a study, ‘“* that the origin of 
the club of today wasa cigar store? It is so. 
It was where men met and gossiped in the 
evening—I mean gentiemen; those who would 
not go into a saloon. Out of it grew the 
club.”’ 

The same man, and as he is the.representa- 
tive of one of the biggest cigar houses in the 
world he ought to know. said to a réporter 
for THe TrispunE that there are made an- 
nually in the United States 4,500,000,000 
cigars, and that in addition there are import- 
ed annually about 601,000,000. The aver- 
age weight is ten pounds to a thousand. The 
cigarmakers of the United States pay to the 
government $3 on each 1,000 cigars manu- 

actured. The importers pay the same, and 
$4.50 a pound and 25 per cent ad valorem in 
addition.

time in this city, said: **‘ There are 35,000 
places in Chicago where cigars are sold; and 
Chicago, according to actuai statistics, is the 
best cigar market in the world.

The most generally smoked cigar is what is 
known in the trade as the ** Concha Special.”’ 
It is about four and one-quarter inches in 
length. In Chicago the smoker, on the aver- 
age, prefers merit tothe brand. He usually 
takes the dealer’s word for it. In New York, 
St. Louis, and Southern cities the consumer 
relies on the brand.. In most Southern cities 
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to his moods will always have three or four :

Different Kinds of Boxes. 


Then the talk drifted to cigar boxes. They 
are nade of a cedar that grows in Cuba or 
Spain. Where the cigar is a cheap grade they 
are put up in veneered boxes. The cigar box 
trade is one by itself. A box that will hold 
fifty cigars costs about 7 cents, and the aver- 
age cost of the fancy label that goes with it is 
about 3144 cents. Everybody knows that a 
cigar box cannot be used by the dealer more 
than once, 

There is nothing more susceptible to odor 
than tobacco. Hence good smokers always 
see to it that their cigars are kept free from 
contact with other odors. A South Side 
smoker had complained that his cigars were 
getting too dry, and his wife thought she 
would be smart and surprise him. She put his 
cigars in the refrigerator, where onions and 
other odoriferous table truck had been placed, 
and that husband came very near swearing 
that he would never smoke again. 

One cigar story begets another always. 
Here is one that was vouched for. Just be- 
fore the Fair closed some sharpers dressed 
themselves like the sailors of the Santa Maria, 
Nina, and Pinta and+went around town repre- 
senting themselves as Spanish sailors from 
the caravels and offering smuggled cigars 
from Spain for sale. A West Side capitalist, 
who thought he had a good thing and who is 
a steady smoker, bought all they had, about 
1,0C0, and the next day he gave them to his 
teamsters and they gave them to the drivers 
of the scavenger wagons. 

President Cleveland is not much of a 
smoker. Vice-President Stevenson loves a 
quiet puff. Of the Presidents who smoked 
most Grant was in the lead. Arthur was also 
fond of the weed and it was punishment for 
him to have to forego his cigar on account of 
business. Harrison smoked his half dozen a 
day and thought no man should smoke to ex- 
ceed eight. The late Mayor Harrison was the 
greatest smoker in Chicago, but he rarely ex- 
ceeded ten a day.

** Take a chocolate shade always.”’ 

‘**What price cigar has the largest sale in 
this country ?”’ 

** The five-cent cigar, by long odds. There 
is no:cigar'made which has the advertising 
that a nickel cigar has. It has to be adver- 
tised to make it go. The minute a five-cent 
cigar ceases to be boorned it is gone. And 


one five-cent cigar is as good, on the average, 


as another.; How often have you ever seen a 
10-cent cigar advertised? The average 
buys a 10-cent - straight, 
next purchasers in numbers 
are the two-for-a-quarter. When you get 
above that you strike the exception. The 
most generally smoked brands of the two-for- 
a-quarter class are the ‘ Bachelor’ and ‘* West 
End.’ They are five inches in length. The 
three-for-a-half brand most called for is the 
‘Perfecto,’ five inches long with a big belly 
on it. That isaterm used by the trade. It 
means a fat cigar. The best 25-cent-straight 


seller is the ‘Invincible,’ which is six inches 


long. | | 
Length of a Smoke. 


“What isan average smoke where a man 
smokes a ‘Concha Special’ as he ought to 
smoke it, without letting it go out and with- 
out puffing it incessantly?” 

‘Thirty minutes,” said Billy Monroe, “ If 
he smokes a Perfecto, tifty minutes.” 

“Then the man who says he smokes thirty 
or forty cigers is not to be believed ?”’ 

‘He is not.” This was the opinion of 
Monroe and of the representative of the big 
house.
